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TREATY AMENDMENTS 





Canal Convention Will Be Rati- 
' fisd To-day Unchanged. 





Democratic Caucus Amendment Pro- 


_viding for Absolute Control 
by the United States 
Defeated, 46 to 24. 





WASHINGTON, March 16.—The Senate 
spent the entire six-hours of its executive 
session to-day in debating and voting upon 
amendments to the Panama Canal treaty. 
Bvery amendment upon which a vote was 
reached was rejected, and at the close of 
the session it was apparent that the treaty 
will be ratified to-morrow by a large ma- 
jority, and without amendment. Most of

the amendments rejected to-day were of- | 


fered by Mr. Morgan. One, however, rep- 
resented the sentiment of the Democratic 
caucus ‘held earlier in the day. It pro- 
vided for*the absolute and unconditional 
right of the United States to police, con- 
trol, and defend the canal, and was a sub- 
stitute for the provision in the treaty plac- 


ing the defense of the waterway primarily 


in the hands of the Colombian Government. 

Immediately after the Senate went into 
executive session the order for the presen- 
tation of amendments, with fifteen-minute 
speeches on them, went into effect. There 
Was quite a large attendance of Senators, 
both political parties having summoned 
their adherents in the Senate to be present, 
with the view of making the best possible 
showing in case of a division on party lines. 
Consequently the roll calls of the day were 
well responded to and the vote cast was 
larger than had been expected. 

The first vote was taken about forty 
minutes after the doors were closed, and it 
came up on an amendment suggested by 
Mf, Pettus providing that the treaty should 
not go into effect until it should be ap- 
proved by Congress. This amendment was 
voted down by a large majority, all of the 
Republicans and some of the Democrats 
enrolling themselves against it. 

The amerdment was in the language of 
the amendment of similar purport which 
has been recommended by the Committee 


on Foreign Relations to be made to the 
su reciprocity treaty. In offering it 
Mr. Pettus made a brief statement giving 
his, reasons for the amendment, which were 
found in the fact that the provisions of 
the treaty for the acquisition of the canal 
zone do not correspond with the provisions 
of. the law under which the treaty was 
made.

he had given previous notice, but they were 
passed upon adversely and without roll 
calls. One of these amendments was a dec- 
laration to the effect that nothing con- 
tained in the treaty should be construed as 
invalidating the Spooner acts. Another pro- 
v for the submission of the treaty to 
the French Government as a party inter- 
ested in the treaty. 

The second roll call of the day was upon 
an amendment offered by Senator Morgan 
providing for the acquisition of the canal 
zone in perpetuity and not by lease to be 
renewed after ninety-nine years, as pro- 
vided in the treaty. It was voted down. 


DEMOCRATIC AMENDMENT TAKEN UP 
The Senate then took up one of the two 


amendments adopted by the Democratic 
It provided for the modification of 


caucus. 
Article XXIII. of the treaty, and was prac- 


tically that offered by Senator Bacon of 


Georgia Saturday. The text of the amend- 
ment as agreed upon in caucus follows: 


The Government of the United States shall have 
and exercise the exclusive right to provide and 
enforce such means and measures as it may deem 
regulation and

‘protection thereof, and of the ships that make 
and the railways and other

works within said zone, including all persons and 
cargoes and freights and other property connect- 
ed with the construction, maintenance, and oper- 
ation of said canal and the use thereof; and for 
the accomplishment of these ends, as well as for 


the protection of the lives and persons of those em- 


ployed upon the canal, railways, and other works, 


or engaged in the use thereof, the Government of 


the United States shall employ such force as may 
by it be deemed necessary, and to this end shail

have the right at all times and in its discretion | 


to use its police and its land and naval forges 
for these purposes. 

This amendment made the control of. the 
United States over the canal absolute and 
exclusive, and its right to police and pro- 
tect the same would under no circum- 
stances be peer upon the request .or 
invitation of the Republic of Colombia. 

Senator Bacon addressed the Senate in 
support of the amendment. He was fol- 
lowed by other Democratic Senators, all 
favoring the Bacon amendment. They were 
Messrs. Teller, Clay, Mallory, Morgan, 
Blackburn, and Carmack. For the Repub- 
licans, Senators Platt of Connecticut, Alli- 
son, Cullom, Spooner, and Lodge opposed 
the amendment. 

The Democrats expressed the opinion that 
before its completion the canal would cost 
not less than $00,000,000, and declared that 
$0 vast a sum should not be spent by this 
country without providing for the abso- 
lute and unconditional right to police, con- 
trol, and defend the canal. They contend- 

that, while both the political parties 
had adopted declarations favorable to an 
isthmian canal, every such declaration had 
had coupled with it the condition that the 
canal should be under American control. 

The Republican Senators warmly defend- 
ed the treaty as it stands, contending that 


it affords ample protection to American in- 


terests. With a canal built by the United 


States and under the control of this coun- 


try they said.that Colombia would be com- 


pelled te defend it, but that if that coun- 
of per- 
forming this task, then under the terms of 


try should find herself incapable 


the treaty she would be compelled to call 
on the United States for assistance. More- 
over, in case of emergency, the United 
States could go to the defense of the canal 


without-waiting for a call from Colombia. 
They dwelt on the wide scope of this 


guarantee of American protection 


eould be reasonably demanded.

going into the canal zone with American 
troops except, in case of emergency, and 
as that opportunity is provided they argued 
that there was no call for modification of

Puring the discussion some of the Demo- 
eGratic Senators called attention to the in- 
stability of many of the Cgntral and South 
American republics and urked.that on this 
account it would be -mecessary for the 
United States to be constantiy on the spot 
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with its means of protection.

countries have such great respect for the 
United States a3 to insure the protection ot

Senator ‘Teller thereupon offered an 
amendment retaining the language 2f 
Article XXIII. as it stands, except the

The Senate then, at 6:05 o'clock, ad- 
journed until to-morrow at 11 o'clock, with 
the understanding that the other Dcmo- 
cratic caucus amendment—that to Article 
IV.—should be disposed of first. 


DEMOCRATIC CAUCUS ACTION. 


Decision Reached to Stand Together on 
Two Amendments to the 
Canal Treaty. 


WASHINGTON, March 16.—The Demo- 
crats of the Senate held a caucus to-day 
on the question of the Panama Canal treaty 
as a result of which it was decided to stand 
together on two amendments to that con- 
vention. However, it was agreed that after 
these were acted upon the Democrats 
should be at liberty individually to vote for 
or against the treaty as they see fit. All 
the Democratic Senators except Messrs. 
Dubois, Culberson, Morgan, McLaurin, 
Clarke, (Ark.,) and Gibson were present. 

One of the amendments provides for the 
modification of the twenty-third article of 
the treaty so as to insure the control of the 
canal zone by the United States, and the 
other enlarges the provision in the fourth 
article of the treaty, which is disavowal of 
any intention on the part of' the United 
States “ to increase its territory at the ex- 

ense of Colombia or of the sister republics 

n Central or South America,’’ so as to 
include Mexico. 

There was substantial unanimity with re- 
gard to the twenty-third article, but much 
difference of opinion as to the language of 
the proposed amendment, and complete 
agreement on that point was not reached 
until the adjournment of the caucus was 
forced by the convening of the Senate at 
noon. 

With reference to the amendment includ- 


ing Mexico in the declaration of territorial | 


limitations, there was considerable debate. 
Many of the Senators advocated an amend- 
ment striking out the provision entirely, 
and practically all of them agreed that 
it had no place in the agreement, but it 
Was concluded that as it had been incor- 
Po and probably would remain, the 
est policy would be to make an effort to 
modify rather than to remove it. Mexico 
Was incorporated because it was urged 
that the people of that country are as 
sensitive as any other about maintaining 
the integrity of their country, and also as 
much entitled to the guarantee as any 
other. The language of this amendment is 
as follows: 

The United States, following their uniform es- 
tablished policy in regard to their sister repub- 
lics in America, freely acknowledge and ee 
nize the sovereignty of the Republic of Colombia 
and disavow any intention to impair it in any 
way whatever or to increase their territory at 
the expense of Colombia, but .most earnestly de- 
sire her peace and prosperity. 

After the adjournment of the caucus Sen- 
ator Gorman, as Chairman, and Senator 
Carmack, as Secretary, of the caucus, gave 
out the following statement concerning the 
last-mentioned amendment: 

“This amendment qualifies the language 
of the treaty to the extent of making a sim- 
ple affirmation of the established policy of 
the Government against the policy of ter- 
ritorial acquisition at the expense of sister 
republics in America and acknowledging the 
sovereignty «° the Republic of Colombia. 

hers we: s objection to the language 
of the tréaty Im this respect, because it was 
thought tc be av im pertinetc” to enter inte 
an engagement with Colombia for the pro- 
tection of other South American republics, 
thus, in a manner, recognizing that repub- 
lic as the representative of all the others 
and giving her a sort of primacy among 
them. 

“The language of the treaty is also 
broadened in that the amendment asserts 
this policy of the United States with refer- 
ence to all the Amierican republics, while 
the treaty confines its pledges to those of 
Central and South America, studiously 
omitting Mexico, which is the republic most 
sensitive and apprehensive of aggressions 
on the part of the United States. 

“The language of the treaty also goes to 
the extent of declaring it to be the policy 
of the United States to maintain the sepa- 
rate independence of all the Central and 
South American republics, not solely as 
against European powers, but as against 
his was believed to be

trary to the true policy of the United 
States, which is not concerned with the 


internal arrangements of these republics, 
but only with their defense and protection 
against the outside world, in accordance 
— the principles of the Monroe Doc- 
trine.”’

UTICA, N. Y., March 16.—The moose and 
elk liberated in the Adirondacks by the 
State of New York and William C. Whit- 
ney during the last two years have played 
rather odd pranks in the gardens of the 
natives and with loads of hay in transit, 
but it cannot be said that they are un- 
grateful animals. The home of the moose 
this Winter has been in the vicinity of the 
Brown's Tract Ponds, and there on Satur- 
day evening the crew of a freight train 
on the Raquette Lake Railroad discovered 
a cow moose in distress. The animal had 
been walking along the shore of a 
and broke through the ice and plunged 
about in the hole for some time, unable to 
help itself. 

According to the story told by a train- 
man, he and his companions looked on with 
varying emotions, but finally, summoning 
their courage, they went to the animal's 
assistance and got it out of the water -with 
the aid of boards. Instead of taking to the 
woods after its rescue the moose followed

SHIPS FOR THE GREAT LAKES. 





Ten-of Them Will Carry Freight to 
Quebec and Montreal,

DULUTH, Minn., March 16.—The Great 
Lakes and St. 
Company of this city is building ten steel 
steamships for the export trade between 
the upper lakes and Europe. The first of 
these was launched last week, and the last 


will go into the water in June, Three are 
building at Chicago, and two each at Buf- 
falo, Detroit, and Duluth. The cost of the 
ten ships is put at $1,500,000. 


The flect will open a new trade. They 
will run from the head of the “lakes 
through to Quebec and Montreal, where 
their cargoes will be transshipped. In or- 


der that they may carry cargoes of size 
through the Canadian canals to salt water 
they are not more than 255 feet long, mak- 
ing them small for the lakes. They have 
a capacity of 2,600 tons, however, and will 
earry 2,200 tons on the fourteen-foot 
drayght permitted by the present Canadian 
canals. The same company will have ocean 
ships for the transatlantic trade. 

In order to solve the vexed question of 
the superiority of Scotch or water tube 
boilers six wil] be fitted with one style and 
four with the other, all with triple-expan- 
sion engines and modern engine room equip- 
ment. 

It is understood. that a lar trade 
has been worked up for these ships, not 
only in grain and flour, but in some heavy 
manufactured goods, which have been han- 
dicapped heretofore for the export market 
on account of excessive freights. A. B.

WIDOWS CLAIM 
N. L. NEWCOMB ESTATE 


Steamship Line President’s Do- 
mestic Ties Reported Tangled. 











Was Prominent in Westfield Society, 
and the Mrs. Newcomb Is Pros- 
trated by the Shock. 





WESTFIELD, N. J., March 16,—Mrs. 
Sarah Ann Newcomb of Massachusetts, at 
present residing in Boston, has filed an 
application for letters of administration 
for the estate of the late Nathaniel L. 
Newcomb of this place. Mr. Newcomb 
died here on Feb. 27. The filing of the ap- 
plication was a shock to Westfield society, 
as Mr. Newcomb and a young woman who 
was supposed to be his wife were leaders 
in it. The local Mrs. Newcomb is pros- 
trated and cannot be seen, but her friends 
assert that if the claim of the Boston 
woman is correct the one here had been 
grossly deceived. 

The local Mrs. Newcomb was almost 
already to close the handsome residence 
here and return to Brooklyn, when pros- 
trated by the shock of learning that her 
rights were to be contested. 

Mr. Newcomb came here about three 
years ago. He lived at 89 Dudley Avenue. 
He was President and General Manager 
of the Manhattan Steamship Company at 
11 Broadway, New York City. Both he and 
his wife were admirers of horses, and their 
entries won many blue and red ribbons in 
New Jersey horse shows. Their establish- 
ment was elaborately maintained, and the 
Newcombs were lavish entertainers, 

The property here appears to stand in 
Mrs. Newcomb’s name, and much of the 
personalty is ulso said te have been. pur- 
chased in her name, Mr. Newcomb left 
no will, so far as known. The local Mrs, 
Newcomb came from Brooklyn, and is 
said te have been wealthy before her mar- 
riage to Mr. Newcomb. They had no chil- 
dren. The other claimant is said to have 


one daughter, Ida Frances Newcomb, now 
at Fairtield, Mass. 


Frank H. Newcomb, Assisant Postmaster 
in Brooklyn, when seen last night at his 
home, 34A St. Mark’s Avenue, that bor- 
ough, said that he had learned only an 
hour or so before of the appearance In 
Westfield of the woman who called herself 
Mrs. Sarah Newcomb and asserted that 
she was the widow of his brother, Na- 
thaniel I. Newcomb. Mr. Newcomb said 
that he was not prepared to deny the wo- 
man’s story that she had married his 
brother. 

‘Our family,” he said, in explanation, 
‘“‘formerly lived in Easton, Mass. When 
my brother, who was somewhat older than 
I, was a boy, he was sent to a private 
boarding school in East Greenwich, R. I. 
was’. mere youngster then, but I can 
regall that there was talk while he was 
at school that he had married a young wo- 
man in East Greenwich. I never had any 
knowledge of my own as to this reported 
marriage, and speak only from what 
heard. It was about thirty-eight years ago, 
and my brother was then sixteen years 
o ° 

“I was told that the young woman he was 
saii to have marri was a Miss Sarah 
Story, who lived in the town where we re- 
sided—Easton. As I remember, she was 
said to be several years older than my 
brcther, It was not long after this that 
our family,;«ineluding my brother, came to 
this city. to live. 1 never heard anything 
mote about the woman Nathaniel wus said 
to have married, and I was of the belief 
that the marriage, because of his having 
been under age, had been annulled. 1 had 
no knowledge that such was the case, how- 
ever. 

‘*“My brother continued to live here in 
the city, and became interested in the 
steamship business. He was connected with 
the old Knickerbocker Steamboat Company, 
and later with different steamship lines 
running between this port, Maine, and the 
Canadian provinces. He was known among 
steamship men from New York to Halifax. 
About two years ago he organized the Man- 
hattan Steamship Company, which intend- 
ed to combine certain lines running to 
Maine and Canadiau ports. The plan, how- 


ever, had not been carried out when he 
died. 
**My belief that my brother's reported 


boyhood marriage had been annulled was 
strengthened by the fact that he never 
spoke of the woman and we never saw her 
again, and also because about ten years 
ago he married a Brooklyn woman, the 
present Mrs. Jennie Newcomb. 

“If this woman who has appeared in 
Westfield ever had any legal claim upon 
my brother as his wife, I cannot under- 
stand why she did not come forward years 
ago and assert herself instead of waiting 
until after his death. If she lays claim to 
his estate I have to say that I know that he 
left no estate whatever.” 


THE ALASKAN COMMISSION. 


Canada Nominates Justice Armour and 
Sir Louis Jette.

Sir Louis is at present Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor of Quebec, but his term has expired. 
He was for many years a Judge of the 


Superior Court. 

As the British Government asked Canada 
to submit the names of Commissioners, 
this is said to mean that the men men- 
tioned will be appointed, and that the Com- 
missioners will be the Lord Chief Justice 
of England, Justice Armour, and Sir Louis

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MISSISSIPPI’S WATERS 
BURST THROUGH LEVEES. 


Big Gaps Torn in the River’s Embank- 
ments in the Vicinity of Memphis 
and Further South. 
MEMPHIS, Tenn., March 16.—The St. 





Francis Levee gave way late this evening ! 


at Trice’s Landing, Ark., twenty miles 
north of this city, and to-night the waters 
of the Mississippi River are rushing 


through a three-quarter-mile crevasse in 
the embankment with a roar that can be 
heard for miles. This is the first break 
that has been made in the vicinity of 
Memphis, but the rapid rise of the river 
and the precarious condition of other points 
in Arkansas levee, north of Memphis, lead 
to the fear that reports to-morrow will tell 
of other serious crevasses. 

Sacks of dirt and sand were piled along 
the top of the levee at Trice’s Landing, 
and temporary embankments of earth were 


thrown up. The rise to-day carried the 
water over a foot higher, sweeping away 
the temporary embankments, and tearing 
the levee itself from its foundation, giving a 
new channel for the flood. The break was 
of such extent that the engineers realized 
the hopelessness of attempting to repair the 
breach, and abandoned it. 

The situation has become critical at 
three other points, and to-night it is con- 
sidered doubtful whether these places ean 
be held in the face of the rising flood. At 
Pecan Point, Fogleman’s Landing, and St. 
Thomas, the flood is abreast of the crown 
of the levees, and hundreds of men at each 
pence are working by lantern Hght to save 
them. ‘ 

The engineers of the Levee Board say 
that the damage from the break at Trice’s 
will not be as severe as would have been 
the case had the crevasse occurred at any 
other poont on the @mbankment. From 
this point a draw leads into the St. Francis 
River through several bayous and lakes 
and this will hold tha water together to a 
great extent and prey...t its spreading out. 


CREVASSE TWO MILES WIDE. 

NATCHEZ, Miss., March 16.—The fifteen- 
foot embankment of the Texas aiid Racific 
Railroad at Bougere, thirty-five miles be- 
low Vidalia, broke yesterday, and a gap of 
two miles in length was cut by the river in 
a few hours. This gap was followed by a 
break in the lower Bougere levee, which 
lapped the railroad embankment on the 
south end, and the water is running into 
and filling Bougere sweep. The first news 
of this break was brought to the city by 
the loc«|] mail packet Betsy Ann, which ar- 
rived from Bayou Sara this afternoon. 

The weather here is clear and the river 
is at a standstill at 47.8, or 3.8 above the 
danger line. 





NEW ORLEANS, March 16.—News has 
been received that a crevase, already 200 
feet wide, has occurred ten miles below 
Pointe la Hatche, about sixty miles below 
New Orleans. The damage will be confined 
to a small portion of Plaquemine Parish. 


Floods Delay the Gotton Report. 
WASHINGTON, March 16.—Owing to the 
floods in the South, the Census Bureau 


has postponed from to-day until April 4 
the issuance of final returns on the cotton 
ginning operations for 1902.

Railroad Officials to Meet Commit- 
tee of the Employes. 








Prospect Good for a Settlement of Dif- 
ferences Between the Railroad and 
Its Men—Conference to Take 
Place To-day. 





cation from the President of t ew York, 
New Haven and Hartford Raflroad Com- 
pany to the committees representing the 
employes of the railroad has cleared the 
atmosphere, and to-night the prospect is 
good that a peaceable settlement of the 
differences between the company and its 
men will be reached. 

After nearly a week of anxiety’over the 
result of the poll which was being taken 
of more than 5,000 employes of the sys- 
tem, the count was partially halted this 
afternoon by the communication from 
President Hall, in which he agreed to 
a conference between a committee of the 
employes and representatives of the rail- 
road. 

It had been the intention of the commit- 
tee to make known to the President and 
possibly to the public the result of the poll 
to-night, but the official letter has now 
changed these plans, and the result of the 
vote will not be announced for a day or 
two, if at all. The canvass was completed 
late in the afternoon, after the men had 
considered the communication and sent a 
reply. 

At noon to-day all the members of the 
Joint Grievance Committee had assembled 
at the headquarters in this city. Each mem- 
ber had in his possession a batch of sealed 
envelopes containing the secret ballots. 
It is stated unofficially that about 95 per 
cent. of the members of the Brotherhood 
of Trainmen voted in favor of a strike if 
necessary, and that a majority of the con- 
ductors voted the same way. 

In the afternoon, after President Hall 
had gone to New York, a communication 
was delivered by messenger to the council 
hall, where the joint grievance committee 
was in session counting the ballot. The 
communication caused a lengthy debate, 
and the poll of votes was not finished. 
After a recess the counters resumed their 
work, but it was voted to withhold the re- 
sult. 

From the air of confidence which the 
comrritteemen wore when they left the hall 
it was apparent that something of import- 
ance had been presented for their consider- 
ation. What had happened was announced 
this evening, when, after another session, 
the committee authorized the following 
statement: 

“The employes of the New York, New 
Haven and Hartford Railroad Company, 
beli ving that everything possible should 
be done to bring about a satisfactory ad- 
justment of the pending differences be- 
tween them and the company, concluded 
on Friday last to request’President Jehn 
M. Hall té place ‘the matter before the 
Board of Directors, which met .in New 
York City last Saturday, and to use, his 
personal influence with the Board of Di- 
rectors in having the board change the 
policy of the company, so as to meet the 
wishes of the employes on the joint con- 
tract and schedule matters. 

“The joint committee received to-day a 
communication from President Hall to this 
effect: 

“At a meeting of the Board of Directors held on 
Saturday your communication of March 10 was 
read, whereupon it was voted that John M. Hall, 
President: William D. Bishop, Vice President of 
the board; Charles F. Choate, Director, and Will- 
iam F, Merrill, First Vice President, be a com- 
mittee to meet your committee and confer with 
it with a view to satisfactory adjustment of any 
differences that may exist between the employes 
and the company, and to report to the board. To 
this end I suggest a meeting at the office of the 
President In New Haven on Tuesday afternoon, 
March 17, at 2 o'clock.” 

To this communication from President 
Hall the Joint Grievance Committee replied 
through their Chairman, C. 8. Brigham, 
and F. E. Keenan that they accepted the 
invitation. . 

Mr. Fitzpatrick and Mr. Wilkins, of- 
ficials of the Brotherhood of Trainmen and 
the Order of Railroad Conductors, said to- 
night that they would not accompany the 
Joint Committee to President Hall's of- 
fice, as they are here only to counsel with 
the men, and are anxious to do nothing 
that would tend to prevent an amicable 
settlement of the differences between the 
employes and the company.

; Storm Lasted for Three Days and Na- 
tives Perished Miserably—Party of 
Mormon Missionaries Survived. 





SAN FRANCISCO, March 16.—The 
steamer Mariposa arrived from Australia 
to-day, bringing additional news of the 
typhoon and tidal wave at the Tuomatu 
group in the Pacific in the middle of 
January. 

The French Government has investigated 
the disaster and, found that between 500 
and 600 islanders perished during the 
storm. After the wind had subsided and 
the waters had receded bodies of drowned 
natives were found tied to trees about the 
place. 

Hikuera, one of the islands visited by the 
deluge, was the least able to withstand its 
force as its highest place is twelve feet 
above the sea. The residents flocked to 
the heights and sought safety by binding 
themselves to the rocks and trees. There 
they remained for the three or fours days 
of the storm. 

The Islands of Hao, Makokau, and Hik- 
vera are virtually washed away, as they 
are at present little above the sea level and 
are destitute of vegetation. On them man 
cannot subsist, as the soil has vanished 
and the cocoanut trees are all dead. 

The French Government of the islands did 
all in its power to alleviate the suffering. 
Charles Revel, Colonial Inspector of the 
first class, now at Tahiti, made a tour of 


inspection of the Tuamotu group in the 
Italian man-of-war Calabria, which ren- 
dered all possible assistance toward aiding 
the sufferers. He found the French war- 
ship Zelee, which had been giving aid to the 
sufferers. 

Commander Richard of the Zelee made a 
tour of the islands. He describes the devas- 
tation as complete in the island of Rarioa. 
Three-fourths of the cocoanut trees have 
been destroyed, houses have been cast 
down, the walls of the Catholic church and 
the prison were swept away, and twelve of 
the inhabitants were killed. 

Many of the natives were swept into the 
lagoon, and agaan into the Great Sea, and 
lacerated terribl¥ by the contact with coral 
rocks and débris of all sorts. Upon some 
unfortunate ones cocoanut trees fell, maim- 
ing or killing them outright or holding 
them beneath the water, where they were 
drowned. 

On the awful night of Jan. 15, in the 
darkness and a driving downpour of rain, 
parents tied their little children to their 
acks and sought safety. Over their heads 
rolled the mighty wave, and when the 
surges retreated the infants and half- 
drowned boys and girls succumbed. The 
father and mother would vainly endeavor 
to retain the bodies of their dead, and at 
length had to abandon them, 

Some natives escaped, clinging to trees 
temporarily, and between the breakers 
reached safety, after many hours of hard- 
ship. About twenty natives, including a 
young girl, swam across the lagoon, and, 
after five or six hours’ battling with the 
Waves, succeeded in landing safely on the 
leeward side of Hikuera. hose who per- 
ished in their attempts, however, were far 
more numerous. 

The depth of the water in most parts of 
the island of Hikuera was from fifteen to 
twenty feet, but the meeting of the waves 
from the outside and those forced across 
the lagoon frequently made the flood much 
greater in places. The gale found the na- 
tives weakened from a virulent form of 
measles that had become epidemic. 

Messrs. Sheffield and Allen, Elders of 
the Mormon Church, and Mr. and Mrs, 
Gilbert of the Latter Day Saints’ Mission, 
in a report to the United States Consul at 
Papeete give details of the disaster. Mr. 
Gilbert lost one shelter when a cocoanut 
tree fell, but secured another in a high 
stump of a booran tree. There they passed 
the night. 


HONDURAS | REBELS WIN. 


Gen, Bonilla’s Forces Capture Port Pela 
—President Sierra’s Family Flee- 
ing the Country. 


Special to The New York Times. 

NEW ORLEANS, La., March 16.—The 
Honduras rebeis, fighting under the banner 
of Gen. Bonilla, who.hopes yet to be Pres- 
ident, have captured another important 
point on the Atlantic seaboard. They are 
now in full possession of Port Pela. They 
still hold Port Caiba and are marching en 
Puerto Cortez and San Pedro, where a des- 
perate conflict between the forces of Bo- 
nilla and the Honduras Government is ex- 
pected momentarily. Such is the news di- 
rect from the scene brought to this port 
to-day by the United Fruit Company's 
steamship Breakwater, bringing forty-chree 
passengers, most of whom are American 
citizens fleeing from the Hondurian coun- 
try, 

Mrs. Sierra, wife of President Sierra, 
against whom the Bonilla revolution is di- 
rected, is trying to make her escape from 
the country, and was expected on the 
Breakwater, but she was unable to break 
rome the lines owing to the martial law 
prevailing. She will probably reach here on 
next Monday’s steamship, the Anselm, The 
fact that the President's family is fleeing 
the country indicates that the Government 
expects the worst. 

The Breakwater was unable to touch at 
Caiba, which is now in the hands of the 
Bonilla forces. No vessels are allowed to 
stop there, and the American citizens are 
anxiously awaiting the arrival of the Amer- 
ican squadron which has been ordered to 
those waters.

Absence on Account of Typhoid Fever 


Epidemic Will Not Affect Stand- 
ing of Students. 


ITHACA, N. Y., March 16.—At a meeting 
of the entire university Faculty to-day a 
resolution was passed similar to those al- 
ready passed by the Faculties of the sev- 
eral colleges of the university, announcing 
that the greatest leniency will be shown to 
students absent on account of the typhoid 
fever epidemic. 

The resolution also says that seniors who 
were in good standing in their work on the 
30th of January last will be graduated in 


June even though they should not return to 
the university this semester. This an- 
nouncement applies to all colleges of the 
university. 

* Ata meeting of all the deans of the vari- 
ous colleges President Schurman made a 
proposition that the usual ten-day Easter 
vacation should be abandoned and that the 
university should close ten days earlier in 
June. The idéa met with unanimous ap- 
proval of the deans. The matter will next 
come before the full university Faculty, 
and if they approve it will finally be voted 
upon by the Executive Committee of the 
Board of Trustees. This is all the sanc- 
tion that the proposition would need to put 
it into effect, but President Schurman said 
to-night that he desired it to come before 
the students for final approval, and that he 
would propose that the matter be put to a 
student vote if it is approved by the Fac- 
ulty and Trustees. 


DISAPPROVES LEE STATUE. 


Attitude of Gov. Montague of Virginia 
Surprises Confederate Veterans.

RICHMOND, Va., March 16.—Confeder- 
ate veterans are very much surprised at 
the failure of Gov. Montague to approve 
the bill providing for the placing of the 
statue of Gen. Lee in the Statuary Hall of 
the National Capitol. 

The bill, which was offered at the sug- 
gestion of United States Senator Daniel, 
was passed by both branches of the Gen- 
eral Assembly by a practically unanimous 
vote and has the approve! of all the Con- 
federate veterans. t was ep that 
Gov.

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DELAY IN NEGOTIATION 
OF VENEZUELAN PROTOCOL 


No Reply Received from the Allied 
Powers. 








Mr. Bowen Inquires as to the Agree- 
ment to Refer the Question of 
Preference to The Hague. 





WASHINGTON, March 16. — Minister 
Bowen, accompanied by Sefior Pulito, the 
Venezuelan Chargé d’ Affaires, called to-day 
at the [talian, British, and German Em- 
bassies to inquire regarding the negotia- 
tion of The Hague protocol. Several weeks 
ago Mr. Bowen drew up a rough draft of 
this convention, providing for the reference 
of the preferential question to The Hague 
and stipulating that the Czar select the 
members of the court. 

Coples of this protocol, which first was 
approved by the State Department, were 
left with the Italian and British Ambas- 
sadors and the German Minister, and by 
them mailed to their respective Foreign 
Offices, Since then Mr, Bowen has re- 


ceived no reply from the allied powers, and 
-he is anxious to complete his mission and 
return to Caracas, 

Herbert G. Dering, First Secretary of the 
British Embassy, who during the absence 
of the Ambassador in New York is in 
eharge, informed Mr. Bowen that the 
British answer had been sent from Lon- 
don by special bag. and would arrive here 
next Thursday. t is believed that the 
main features of the agreement as drawn 
up by Mr. Bowen have been approved. 

Baron Sternburg, the German Minister, 
infcrmed Mr. Bowen that he had received 
no instructions from his Government re- 
specting the protocol. This statement 
caused Mr. Bowen to refer to rumors that 
the delay in the allies’ answer was due to 
a desire to avoid a reference to The Hggue 
by proposing a compromise to President 
Castro soon after the arrival of their rep- 
resentatives at Caracas. The German Min- 
ister replied that he had no intimation of 
such an intention, and that as soon as his 
instructions arrived he would proceed with 
the protocol. 

Mr. Bowen informed the German Minister 
that he had cabled to President Castro ad- 
vising against the acceptance of any com- 

rotnise that would keep the matter from 

he Hague, and that he was preparing to 
reinforce the cablegram by nending Sefior 
Pulido to Caracas if necessary to block.a 
compromise proposition. 

The Italian mbassador said he knew 
nothing of stely's intention except that she 
would follow Great Britain's lead.

VENEZUELAN OFFER TO FRANCE

PARIS, March 16.—The Foreign Office 
has been advised of Venezuela's willingness 
to adjust the French claims prior to 1892 
without further arbitration proceedings. 

These claims were not included in the re- 
cent protecol, and were to be the subject 


ov separate adjustment by a Court of Ar~ 
bitration now meeting at Caracas. Vene- 
zuela’s offer, if accepted, will have the 
effect of taking the case out of court. 

The officials here aon that an accept- 
ance will be given and that an early ad- 
jJustment will be made. They consider this 
move of Venezuela as being indicative of 
her desire to effect early and direct set- 
tlements as a means of veng her from 
the embarrassments and delays incident to 
nuyr-erous arbitrations. 


HAGAMAN CASE DISCLOSURES. 


Preliminary Report of the Autopsy on 
Disinterred Body—Mrs. Delabarre 
and Dr. Flower in Court. 


Assistant District Attorney Garvan, who 
has been investigating the circumstances 
surrounding the death of Theodore Haga- 
man in the Waldorf-Astoria in September, 
1900, said yesterday that he had received 
a preliminary report from Coroners’ Phy- 
sician Sehultze regarding the result of the 
autopsy on the body that was disinterred 
at Poughkeepsie on Friday. The report is 
not to be made public until the complete 
findings in the case have been turned over 
by Dr. Schultze and Prof. Rudolph Wit- 
thaus, who is performing a chemical analy- 
sis of the organs. 

Before the autopsy was performed it was 
announced that, if the autopsy revealed 
that the broker had died of cirrhosis of the 
liver, as the attending physicians certified, 
no further examination of the organs would 
be necessary. The belief is, therefore, that 
the disclosures of the autopsy have not co- 


incided with the clinical history of the 
case.

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MARINE TRADES COUNCIL 
REJECTS STRIKE SETTLEMENT. 


Civic Federation’s Agreement Fails of 
Ratification, Leaving Shipyard 
Trouble Open. 


The Marine Trades Council, which repre- 
sents the unions in the shipbuilding trades, 
met last night and refused to ratify the 
agreement reached on Saturday at the 
headquarters of the Civic Federation, de- 
claring all sympathetic strikes in the ship- 
building yards off, pending negotiations for 
a settlement of the original strike of boiler 
makers in the Townsend-Downey yards. 

Delegates from the different locals of the 
International Brotherhood of Boilermakers 
in New York and vicinity had met yester- 
day afternoon in the meantime and de- 
cided not to ratify the agreement. 

The meeting last night took place in 
German Odd Fellows’ Hall, 69 St. Mark’s 


Place, and was apparently an excited gath- 
ering. It was held behind closed doors, 
but the noise and clamor were audible out- 
side. It was learned that some of the more 
conservative of the delegates made a fight 
for the ratification of the agreement. 

They were outvoted by the others, how- 
ever, and at a late hour it was decided that 
the strikes should remain in force, and 
that the strikers could not return to work 
until the men who had taken their places 
were discharged. 

Francis J. McKay, business agent of the 
Brotherhood of Boilermakers, made the fol- 
lowing statement last evening: 

“‘It has been decided to leave matters as 
they are, and in the meantime a committee 
will communicate with Secretary Easley 

f the Civic Federation and arrange if pos- 
{ble on another conference. At the ad- 
ournment of Saturday’s meeting the ques- 

‘on of the discharge of the men who took 
the strikers’ places did not come up. Noth- 
ing was said either as to all the strikers 
getting their places, though probably they 
would have all been taken back. It has 
been decided, however, that they will not 
return to work alongside of ‘ scabs,’ settle- 
ment or no settlement.” 

Under the terms of settlement repudiated 
by the Marine Trades Council the men who 
went on sympathetic strikes would have 
returned to work to-morrow, and the orig- 
inal _boilermakers’ strike in the Towns- 
sae-Sowaey yards would have been arbi- 
rated. 





SIX MEN’S LEGS CRUSHED. 


Hurt by Steel Rail Knocked Down on a 
Long Island Railroad Car. 


Six men, all Italians, are in St. John’s 
Hospital, Long Island City, with crushed 
and broken legs, after a mishap on the 
Long Island Railroad at Amityville yes- 
terday afternoon. The men were in a con- 
struction gang that had been at work re- 
laying the tracks of the road. 

The gang was unloading rails from a 
flat car near the Amityville Station, and, 


as nearly as can be ascertained, some 
of the men had a rail just ready 
to lower to the ground when a drill 


locomotive backed agairist a car just be- 
yond the flat car, driving the car against 
the one loaded with rails. The shock 
knocked the rail from the grasp of the 
men and it slid down, hitting seven or eight 
of the men and injuring the legs of six. 

The foreman of the gang and other la- 
borers, besides the drill train crew, lifted 
the rail and released the men caught un- 
der it, but that was a difficult task, as 
there were only enough uninjured men 
about to hold the rail up, and none to spare 
to go to the aid of those who could not 
move themselves out of the way. Ties were 
procured by one of the men least hurt, and 
they were used to hold up one end of the 
rail until the men could be dragged out. 

Six of the men were treated at Amity- 
ville, and then hurried to Long Island City. 
The two men not yy so severely were 
cared for at Amityville, as were two others, 
who sustained but slight bruises. 


RAILROADS FIGHT FOR A PASS. 


Harriman Interests Believed to be Back 
of Opposition to the Moffat Short 
Line’s Colorado Claim.

Says He is Willing to Return to Eng- 
jJand, but. Wants to Know First on 
What Charges the British Gov- 
ernment Would Try Him. 





Whitaker Wright, Managing Director of 
the London and Globe Finance Corporation, 
Limited, who is charged with attempting 
to defraud the stockholders in that con- 
cern out of many millions of dollars; and 
Who was arrested on the pier of the Com- 
Pangie Générale Transatlantique Sunday 
merning by Central Office detectives, act- 
ing under instructions from Inspector 
Géorge “McClusky, was arraigned before 
United States Commissioner Alexagyier in 
the Federal Building yesterday morning. 
Wright came into court in the custody of 
United States Marshals Blake and Mc- 
Aveny, a large crowd following him all the 
way’ from Ludlow Street Jail to the Fed- 
eral. Building. 

Sir Percy Sanderson, the British Consul 
here, with Charies A. Fox, counsel for the 
British Government, appeared against 
Wright. The prisoner was represented by 
Maurice Untermyer of Guggenheimer, Un- 
tepmyer & Marshall. As soon as he was 
brought before Commissioner Alexander, 
ao said that he was willing to take 
thge next steamship to England, but owing 
to*advice of counsel he had decided to ask 
for a few days’ delay, so as to enaBle him 
to get an idea of the exact nature of the 
charges under which the British Govern- 
ment was going to try to prove him guilty 
of fraud. Mr. Fox then asked for an ad- 
journment of two weeks, to which Mr. Un- 
termyer objected... The Commissioner fixed 
another hearing for to-morrow at 2 o'clock, 
when, if the papers have arrived from Eng- 
land, the regular proceedings necessary to 
extradite Wright will commence. 

The prisoner walked into Commissioner 
Aléxander’s chambers with a smile on his 
face, spoke to the Commissioner cordially, 
and then beamed on the score or more of 
newspaper men. A few minutes after the 
prisoner was brought in, Lawyer Fox asked 
him if he waived examination. 

“So far as Mr. Wright is con@rned,” 
responded Mr. Untermyer, ‘he is person- 


ally Willing to waive examination and pro- 
ceed to England to-morrow if necessary, 
but, acting under the advice of counsel, 
he desires a few days to study the specific 
charges brought against him. He also 
wished me to say that he is not a fugitive 
from: justice, and that he was in Paris for 
the two weeks prior to his sailing for the 
jnited States, and also’that he sailed for 
this country on the Lorraine under his 
right name.”’ 

r. Fox then asked for an adjournment 
of -tWwo weeks pending the arrival of the 
papers in the case from England. 

* We object to that,”-retorted Mr. Unter- 
myer, “‘and are ready to proceed now. An 

adjournment of two weeks would be out- 
Nr eous. It is out of the question. We 
think a delay of a few°days ample. This 
complaint on which Mr. Wright is held 
Was made by an irresponsible -broker in 
London last Tuesday, and‘the Ggvernment 
should have the papers'on the way by this 
time. They should arrive in six days at 
least.” . 

**Had we known that he was coming to 
America, we might have had the papers 
pre and here. by this time,’ Mr. Fox 
replied. Mr. Untermyer then suggested a 
Dem penguent until Wednesday. 

When’ Mr. Unt¢fmyer was asked who 
the irresponsible broker was to whom he 
had ‘referred he replied that he did not 
know his name. 

Sir Percy Sanderson said that Wright 
would have to return to England sooner 
or later, whether or not he fought the ex- 
tradition proceedings, and added that if 
he gid fight, the course would not im- 
prove, but, cn the other hand, would tend 
to injure, his status in England. Sir Percy 
said that he had received information that 
Wright was on La Lorraine before that 
vessel arrived.

The young 
woman was greatly affected when she met 
him, and laying her head on his shoulder, 
wept for several: minutes. Wright tried to 
keep up a cheerful appearance. 

On the way to the Federal Building 
Wright consented to talk of his troubles. 
He Said: 

“The accounts published about the losses 
of the London and Globe Finance Corpors:- 
tion are all bosh. At all times up to the 
time of the crash, the dividends paid cut 
urnder-a secured capital, consisting of min- 
ing and other properties, was more than 
the capital of the corporation itself. The 
Boer war, with its financial irregularities, 
contributed to no small extent and was 
chiefly responsible for destroying the value 
of the mining properties. Yet, despite all 
this, the corporation would be on its fcet 
to-day had it not been for the underground 
railway, which concern, by an unwise move 
the company became interested in,. and 
then came the crash. ¢ 

“Two years ago with the official re- 
ceiver I went. over the books and the whole 
matter was fought out in Parliament. At 
that‘time the Attorney General said that 
I was not-culpable and that 1 was entitled 
to a-clean bill of health. Yes, Iam an Eng- 
Mshman, but an American citizen. My 
mother is buried in Philadelphia and I have 
a wife and three children living in England. 
Miss Browne is my sister’s child. She came 
here to visit friends in Philadelphia.

complicity or otherwise of the most exalted 
personages in the empire in Wright's finan- 
cial and other schemes. We do not antici- 
pate any difficulty in.obtaining his extra- 
dition, but if what Wright's friends main- 
tain turpe out to be true his genuine prose- 
cution wil! become an extremely delicate 
matter. We believe, however, that the law- 
yers at present engaged will sift the mat- 
ter to the bottom regardless of any consid- 
erations, 

“TIT quite sympathize with Wright when 
he says the failure of the London and 
Globe was due to the treachery of others. 
There is no doubt of that. But it must be 
remembered that for three months prior 
to the failure, which Wright says was di- 
rectly due to treachery, the London and 
Globe had not a cent in its locker, yet it 
was doing over £500,000 in speculation at 
every settlement. The Government's de- 
cision that the Directors as a body could 
not be proceeded against does not prevent 
Wright, as the prime factor in the rotten 
conditions which existed before the failure, 
being made to take the responsibility. 

Attorney General Finlay, in_ the House 
of Commons this afternoon, said the Crown 
would pay the cost of the extradition of 
Wright and the payment by the Crown of 
the whole expenges of the proceedings 
would be considered. But his prosecution 
would be left in the hands of the official 
receiver of the London and Globe Cofpora- 
tion. 

The London lawyers of Mr. Wright held 
a conference this afternoon with Samuel 
Untermyer of New York, who is here and 
who has frequently represented Wright's 
interests in America. The following state- 
ment was subsequently made to The Asso- 
ciated Press by the lawyers: 

“While Mr. Wright is undoubtedly anx- 
ious to return to England and face the 
charges, the question of the advisability ot 
his so doing must be decided by his legal 
aGcvisers, We hold there is a doubt, in view 
of the Attorney General’s declaration, if 
Mr. Wright's extradition would not be a 
breach of the treaty. All the circumstances 
combine to prejudice a fair trial at the 
present stage. We regard the reports that 
Mr. Wright is holding letters showing the 
complicity of royalty in his transactions as 
teing merely an invention of his enemies, 
circulated for the purpose of influencing 
public opinion.”’ : 

Miss Browne, Wright’s niece, lived with 
Mr. and Mrs. Wright for a long time. She 
left Mrs. Wright March 6 and went direct 
to Havre. 


O’REILLY’S MEN ARE DEPOSED. 


Four Tenderloin Detectives Are Sent 
Back on Patrol, and Two Are _ 
Transferred. 


The first shake-up by the new Captain 
of the Tenderloin Station, J. W. O'Connor, 
was made last night. He deposed four of 
his men and took four others in their 
places. Detectives,Holman and Gorman, 
who; had been doing detective duty for 
Capt. O'Reilly, were the first to go. They 
were remanded to patrol duty. Capt. 
O’Connor caused Gorman’s transfer to the 
Brooklyn Bridge police and Holman’s to 
the Madison Street Station. 

Policemen James Armstrong and Luke 
Miley, the former of the bridge police and 
the latter of the Union Market Station, 
were appointed by Capt. O’Connor to do 
detective duty in Gorman’s and Holman’s 
places. : : 

Capt. O’Connor shook hands with Gorman 
and Holman, saying he wished them good 
luck. He said there was nothing to the 
discredit of the men, but that he wished 
to have his own men whom he knew in 
the precinct with him. 

Detectives Brundage and Callan, who 
have been doing plain-clothes duty in the 
precinct, were remanded to patrol duty in 
uniform. To take their places, the Cap- 
tain had Benedick Ticho of the Madison 
Street Station and William Kotteman of 
the Mulberry Street Station transferred to 
his precinct. 5 

These changes were m:ede after the Cap- 
tain had had a conference with Police 
Commissioner Greene and Deputy Commis- 
sioner Piper. 


TRIAL OF CAPT. HALPIN. 


He Says Emergency Calis from Police 
Station Accounted for Irregular 
Blotter Entries. 


Capt. Henry Halpin, after many adjourn- 
ments, was tried yesterday at Police Head- 
quarters before Deputy Commissioner Eb- 
stein on about thirty charges of neglect. of 
duty or disobedience of the rules of the 
department, preferred by Deputy Commis- 
sioner Piper. All grew out of alleged ir- 
regular entries in the blotter of the Church 
Street Station, and Capt. Halpin is,.under 
suspension because of them. Capt. Piper’s 
testimony was to the effect that on a night 
visit to the station on Oct. 9 last he found 
a lodger and three prisoners in the cells 
and no mention of the lodger’s presence on 
the blotter. That led to an investigation 
upon which the other charges were founded. 

Capt. Halpin testified that he had been a 


policeman for thirty-two years and a Cap- 
tain for five; that his record had been ab- 
solutely clear for twenty-six years, and 
that prior to that he had been fined only 
three and a half days’ pay. We declared he 
knew nothing of the lodger’s presence, hav- 
ing been out when he was received. 

Assistant Corporation Counsel Charles 
Mellon paid little attention to the lodger, 
but took one specification after another 
according to which Capt. Halpin had been 
entered as being ‘“‘in’’ or ‘‘out’’ on the 
blotter when the contrary was the truth. 

Capt. Halpin said there were frequent 
hurry calls when he would not have time to 
sign the blotter before leaving. Sergt. Car- 
son, who was fined ten days’ pay because 
of the lodger, and Sergt. Nugent of the 
same station, tegtified that often when 
Capt. Halpin. caMe in or went out with 
business on hand he would instruct the 
Desk Sergeant to “leave a line” in the 
blotter where he would sign the book per- 
haps after later entries had been made, 
Decision was reserved. 


SUNDAY SHOWS NOT RAIDED. 





Gen. Greene Says Disposal of Recent 
Cases Temporarily Stopped Arrests 
—New Deputy Commissioner. 


Police Commissioner Greene admitted yes- 
terday that there had been no arrests of 
managers or performers at theatres where 
“sacred ’’ concerts were given last Sun- 
day, because every such prisoner the week 
before had been discharged. No more simi- 
lar arrests would be made, he said, until 
an authoritative decision had been ren- 
dered, but that in the meantime the vari- 
ous performances would be watched for the 
purpose of obtaining’*evidence.

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DEMOCRATIC HARMONY 





Edward M. Shepard and Others 
Address the Iroquois Club. 


BANQUET IN CHICAGO 
| 





Trust Problems Put to the Front by Mr. 
Shepard—Messrs. Harmon and De 
Armond Also Speak. 


CHICAGO, March 16.—Prominent Demo- 
crats from every part of the country gath- 
ered to-day to attend the annual Jackson 
Day banquet, of the Iroquois Club at the 
Auditorium Hotel. Preceding the banquet 
many notables in the party held long talks 
together, discussing suggestions for the 
Presidential campaign of next year. The 
speakers at the banquet made strong pleas 
for a unified party, and the adoption of a 
platform that would meet with general 
approval. 

Mayor Carter H. Harrison, who was to- 
day renominated by the Democratic City 
Convention, was the first speaker. After 
welcoming the visitors to the city he re- 
sponded to the toast, “The City of Chi- 
cago."’ He was followed by Edward M. 
Shepard of New York. 

Mr. Shepard began with a plea for Demo- 
cratic harmony, sketching the fundamental 
purposes of the party. 

“The Democratic doctrine is summed 
up,”” he said, “in the ancient aphorisms 
that the people should support the Govern- 
ment and not the Government support the 
people, and that Government should rest 
on the consent of the governed. All who 


believe this summary’ of the law and the 
prophets ought to act with the Democratic 
Party, for truly they belong to it. Nor 
ought past differences over the means of 
reaching that truly Democratic end and 
result to stand in the way. 

“In 1896 IL opposed free silver coinage; 
nor has my view of that proposal changed; 
nor do I apologize for my course. I never, 
however, doubted the primal motive of the 
Democratic masses who differed from me 
or from the Democratic leaders who repre- 
sented them in that cause. Their honor 
needs no defense. Nor was their moving 
instinct or impulse revolutionary; on the 
contrary, it was conservative. It proceeded 

pon a sincere belief (mistaken, though 
Some of us think it to have been) that the 
Jong financial policy of our country had 
been reversed, and that the reversal had 
on in the interests of a few and wealthy 

en, 

“It was the powerful sentiment for 
equality of right, of hatred of privilege 
which inspired the Democratic Party in 
1896. The man who treats that sentiment 
with co..tempt is himself guilty of treason 
against the fundamental truth of American 
democracy. It deserves respect as the in- 
spiring, sustaining, truly conservative 
power of our Republic.”’ 


DANGERS OF COMBINATIONS. 


He then passed on to conditions of to-day: 

‘What is the thing of which the Ameri- 
can people are thinking hard and at which 
must centre the sound practical politics 
of our opposition?’’ he asked. ‘Is it 
aught else than the fear of the disappear- 
ance of industrial liberty? The talk from 
one end of the land to the other is not of 
the Panama Canal or Venezuela or China~ 


not even free trade or protection, or the 
&ross wrong and folly of our Philippine 
policy, or the alarming extravagance of 
administration. , 

“The talk is df trusts on one side and 
trades unions on the other. There is a 
deep and widespread fear that American 
industrial civilization may come to be a 
mere interplay between those vast forces, 
in which the great body of independent 
smal] producers will cease to be independ- 
ent, 

“The long power of the Republican 
Party, its practical devotion to paternal 
government, its vast grants of power and 
wealth to the ‘ protected’ interests, its 
steadfast centralization of banking and 
financial privileges, its latter day aban- 
donment’ of human freedom, its adoption 
of a colonial policy of force—these and a 
hundred other features ofits policy, since 
its usefulness ended with the abolishing 
of slavery, have borne normal fruit. 

“The captains of industry who. create 
or accumulate enormous fortunes now ex- 
ercise a vast and considerable control of 
labor, enterprise, and employment. More 
and more under the system promoted by 
the Republican Party, and with more or 
less benevolence or malevolence, do many 
of the great capitalists seek to control 
public administration, and in that effort 
they succeed far too well, 

“What else then can wage earners do 
than establish for themselves a power of 
discipline equal to that of their employers? 
If you or I earned a living in a trade, the 
only one we knew, and in which our bread 
must be earned if earned at all, and if all 
the employers in that trade were in prac- 
tical alliance, neither you nor I would rest 
until we and our fellows were together in 
an organization as powerful as theirs; nor 
might we always be as nice as we should 
in treating our fellow laborers whose sep- 
aration from us seemed to strengthen the 
hands of organized capital. 

** But what is to be the fate of the body 
of small independent producers if the two 
vast forces of organized capital and or- 
ganized labor shall dominate the entire in- 
dustry of the land? 

“For every merciless or monopolistic 
triumph of a great corporation over its 


feebler competitors there will surely and 
naturally cofme a stricter and more arbi- 
trary consolidation of labor. If there be 
essential lawlessness and brutality more re- 
fined on one side, we shall see them, and 


perhaps less refined, on the other side.”’ 
CRITICISM OF THE PRESIDENT. 


He took up the remedies proposed by the 
Republicans, ridiculing the anti-rebate 
law as “‘a sham,’’ impossible of effective 
enforcement, and the plan for the bureau 
of corporations and publicity as ** vague 
and silly.”’ 

“T do not doubt the patriotism of the 
President or that in. polities as in other 


things he has many wholesome instincts,” 
he continued. ‘“‘He is in love with war 
and force and undemocratic imperialism 
beyond seas. I do not, however, believe 
that he is in love with monopoly at home. 
But he submits to it and has submitted to 
it for the sake of Republican success. 

‘Had he charged up San Juan Hill after 
the fashion of his Presidential ._promotion 
of political causes he would never have 
reached the top. Every outcry of his for 
sound policy or popular right has been 
gradually subdued before the powerful lead- 
ers of his party until at last he has sub- 
mitted in quiet. When his heart softened 
toward the Filipinos and he asked that 
American sovereignty mean the freedom 
of their commerce with their new. father- 
land he was defeated, and he submitted. 
After he had demanded reciprocity with 
Cuba, and in very peremptory tones, hé 
was defeated for the sake of a single small 
but powerful interest; and he submitted. 

“If the present session of the Senate 
«ives him reciprocity it will be a measure 
meagre indeed when compared with what 
he had asked. Again he asked, and with 
vehement denunciation of the oppressions 
of monopolies, for measures more or less 
high-handed, to curb them, and under his 
auspices such bills were drafted. Again he 
was defeated; and again he submitted—ac- 
cepting the mere pretense of relief in the 
two commerce acts. 

‘Beginning with seemingly infinite 
bravery, his message and speeches have 
sunk through the a to a very low key 
indeed. To cap his humiliation he found 
himself constrained, at the end of the late 
session, to pay, with simulated cheerful- 
ness, an emphatic tribute to what Congress 
had done. It was emphatic in’ tone; but 
the emphasis was hollow. 

“The Republican managers assign to 
their gallant and picturesque President the 
réle of ejaculation, fervid and emphatic, of 
sentiment sometimes rather commonplace. 
He is to denounce weakness and folly, 


, which nobody defends. He is to express 


hopes for patriotic legislation; but when 
it is defeated he is to conceal regrets, He 
is‘to hold the audience; but the effective 
performance is behind the scenes, 

**He may preach and may prophesy; but 
not one substantial thing will be done by 
his party to check the blight which Re- 
publican legislation is bringing to indus- 
trial independence within the American 
realm. 


ISSUES FOR THE DEMOCRACY, 


He outlined his ideas of Democratic pol- 
icy, saying: 

“Upon this programme let us then make 
our campaign: The establishment of equal 
rights; the abolition of special privilege; 
the thaintenance of democratic self-govérn- 


ment. . 

“The programme means resolute tariff 
reform, beginning “with the goods which 
have fallen under monopoly, resolute and 
practical prevention of inter-State com- 
merce preferences and abuses, rigorous re- 
duction in cost of administration, the pro- 
motion of Philippine self-government and 
indevendence. provision of fair 
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and secure normal and normally distribut- 
ed currency by all banks which hold bank- 
ing. charters from the Government.” 

e demanded “a vigorous inter-State 
Commerce bill, ‘providing for the effectual 
enforcement of public and equal rates for 
equal. service.”’ 

Of the tariff he said: ‘‘ Instead of deal- 
ing with the whole problem of free trade 
and protection, instead of introducing 
doubt into almost every. business, the 
Democratic Party may well deal with the 
few schedules in which, through such prac- 
tical monopoly, vast fortunes have been 
made by taxation upon the masses of peo- 
ple. For that campaign, public sentiment 
s° ready. 

“Such a particular assault upon the 
fortress of monopoly would suceeed, and 
promptly. We can best deal with the 
phases of the question for which public 
sentiment is made ready by their plainl 
monopolistic features, and when we shall 
have demonstrated the beneficence of so 
much tariff reform we can then go on and 
with vastly increased popuise support to 
deal with the remaining abuses of the sys- 
tem.”’ 

He also took up and discussed at length 
the colonial problem, the extravagance of 
Congress, and the failure of the Republi- 
eans to provide a sufficiently elastic sys- 
tem of currency. 


JUDGE HARMON'S ADDRESS. 


Judge Judson Harmon of Cincinnati, who 
was Attorney General during President 
Cleveland's second term, spoke on “ Jack- 
son and the Renewal of the Bank Char- 
ter.’’ 

‘There are some who seem to think the 
rapid progress of the country has whirled 
us out of range of the laws of experience,” 
he said, “like the man who thought his 
balloon could take him above gravitation. 
But we know the motives and results of 
human conduct do not change, except in 


occasion or detail, so that they are the 
same now as they were in Jackson's day, 


and will be so long as men have to be in- ! 


trusted with the powers of government. 

‘When you hear men say we have out- 

rown the old truths you may be sure they 

ave either gotten or expect to get some- 
thing they have no right to, especially if 
their patriotism gfis noisy.”’ 

He traced the history of the bank charter 
incident, and in the course of his remarks 
on Jackson's message on this subject said: 

‘In’ the field, workshop, and counting 
house—everywhere through all the years, 
the Democratic motto has been ‘To every 
man his own; to no man more.’ 

*It is those who by the procurement or 
by the disregard of laws have gotten and 
wish to keep on getting more than their 
own who dread a change of administration 
and, to alarm the timid, profess fears about 
rights of property in case of a change. 

‘When the Government deals out special 
favors they always goto the strong, the 
urgent, and the organized, and never reach 
the rest of the people. The attempt to trace 
remote or indirect benefits to the people at 
larze from special favors granted at their 
expense is a false pretense. If the people 
are able to thrive in spite of the imposi- 
tion, credit is claimed, If they are not, 
then the result is laid to other causes. 

“Is it possible to fool anybody into be- 
leving he gets a benefit from being made 
to pay more for almost everything he has 
to buy than the same makers seli-the same 
things for abroad? Let the farmer, for in- 
stance, try to figure out his gain from pay- 
ing an average of 74 per cent. more for 
wire and wire nails than the trust sells 
them for to foreigners. The fact is that 
those who are not invited to the table can 
never hope for more than crumbs, and have 
to take chances on them.” 

In concluding he quoted from Jackson’s 
message: 

If we cannot at once, in justice to interests 
vested under improvident legislation, make our 
Government what it ought to be, we can at least 
take a stand against all new grants of monop- 
olles and exclusive privileges, against any pros- 
titution of our Government to the advancement of 
the few at the expense of the many, and in favor 
of compromise and gradual reform in our code of 
laws and system of political economy. 

“To do less than this would make every 
abuse perpetual,’’ continued Mr. Harmon. 
‘“*More than this has never been done or 
advocated by any Democratic Administra- 
tion from Jefferson’s to Cleveland's. Ours 
has always been the conservative party. 
Its opponents have been the radical pvr- 
ties whose specious policy ‘is one which 
always offers shelter to numbers of inter- 
ested schemes and corrupt enterprises.’ 

“The excesses and extravagance of these 

arties, with the unfair results which fol- 
ow. have always driven the country hack 
to Democracy for the relief afforded by a 
return to equal rights and diminished bur- 
dens, The time is at hand when it will 
again Knock at our door. All we need do 
is to see to it that the party has not moved 
away and is at home. 

“And we can afford to smile when the 
authors of the troubles we are called to 
cure try to lay them to us because tke 
had not fully broken out when we too 
charge, as in 1893. The people will not be 
deceived. They will know that it is not 
the Democrats.” 


MR. DE ARMOND FOR HARMONY. 


Congressman David A. De Armond of 
Missouri answered the toast ‘* Looking to 
1004." He said, in part: 

** Let us look into the past without blink- 
ing and into tne future with hope and cour- 
age. Let us remember that in_ 1896 and 
again in 1900 the Democratic Party suf- 
fered defeat because too many who pto- 
fessed its faith acted and voted with the 


enemy. 

‘Like millions-of others who gladly fol- 
lowed the party’ banner in the. two great 
campaigns where Bryan led, I am proud of 
my party’s record in those eventful years. 
Let no one who hopes for Democratic suc- 
cess in the near future assail the Democ- 
racy of those trying times. With the re- 
cent history of the party written as the 
great host of its members wished it to be 
written, let us like sensible men and Dem- 
ocrats address ourselves to the issues new 
up and coming up for consideration, 

“The trust question is big in the public 
mind, and there it will probably be bigger 
yet when the lines are drawn and the next 
battle is fought for the Presidency and the 
control of the lower house of Congress. 


“The Republican Party has not dealt hon- 


estly with the trust problem; it cannot 
deal honestly with it, for it is under trust 
eontrol. The Democratic Party must grap- 
ple with the trusts, must break their hold 
upon honest men and their stifling of hon- 
est business, must restore to labor the 
fruits of its toil, and to individual enter- 
prise the rewards of its honest achieve- 
ments. 

** Associated with the trust issue is the 
ola but ever-living tariff question. Why 
should the tariff continue to create and 
shelter so many trusts? Many Republicans 
concede that there is urgent need for a re- 
vision of the tariff; but they must depend 
upon the Democratic Party. for it—the 
bosses of their own party will have none of 
it; will ‘stand pat.’ o honest industry, 
no honest man, need fear from the revis- 
ion. None but those whose ways ire 
meanly selfish and whose purposes are un- 
patriotic need oppose it.” 

Among the other speakers of the even- 
ing were J. M. Dickinson of Chicago and 
Samuel Alschuler of Aurora, Ill. Telegrams 
of regret at their inability _to be present 
were received from Senator. Bailey of Texas 
and M. E. Ingalls, the Democratic candi- 
date for Mayor of Cincinnati, 

Owing to the large number of Democrats 
who traveled to Chicago to attend the ban- 
quet, and because of the small number of 
toasts at the banquet, a luncheon was ar- 
ranged this afternoon, at which a num- 
ber of out-of-town Democrats responded to 


impromptu toasts. 

Ex-Mayor Thomas Taggart of Indianap- 
olis, in his.address, declared that the pros- 
ects for the Democratic Party wege never 
Better. and were tmproving every day un- 
der the present Administration. Others 
spoke in the same vein, and all viewed the 
situation optimistically.

FATAL BOILER EXPLOSION. © 


One Killed and Two Injured in East 
Toledo Mills of Republic Iron 
and Steel Company. 


TOLEDO, March 16.—In a boiler explo- 
sion which wrecked a large portion of the 
East Toledo mills of the Republic Iron and 
Steel Company to-day, one man was killed 
and two others burned so badly that they 
may die. 

The dead man is John Thompson, water 
tender, aged forty-one, unmarried: formerly 
of Findlay, Ohio. 

The injured are Melvin Updegraff, aged 
thirty-nine, night engineer, married, burned 


from head to foot and crushed by fallin 
bricks, and Henry Fust, aged Titty-six 
watchman, burned about head and face and 
crushed by bricks. Both injured men have 
large families. 

The top of the boiler, weighing a ton, 
was blown through the air for half a mile, 
hurtling just over the tops of twenty 
houses, and finally gouging a hole fully 
twenty feet deep in the ground. Irom flues 
by the dozen were driven deep into the 
earth. One entire end of the mill was blown 
out, causing a property damage of $40,000, 
It will take a month to repair the plant.

Even 
when he is successful he is compelled to 
bear all the expense of lawyers’ fees, costs, 
and disbursements. The amendment aims 
to-secure the payment of at least the costs 
and disbursements where an owner proves 
to the satisfaction of the court that his 
property has been unjustly and excessively 
assessed. “ 

The fact that the court allows the costs 
and disbursements only in its discretion wi.l 
prevent the bringing of suits by persons 
who are not unjustly assessed.

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Montauk Indian Bill Laid Aside in 
the Senate. 


Coroners’ Bill Awaits Senator Grady’s 
Presence—Printing of Excise Bill— 
Measure Affecting the 
Lloyds Killed.

ALBANY, March 16.—When the bill intro- 
duced by Senator Bailey giving the Mon- 
tauk Indians the right to go into court to 
establish their right to extensive lands on 
Long Island came up in the Senate to-night 
Senator McCarren asked to have it lald 
aside, owing to the absence of the Senator 
from the First District. 

Mr. Brackett, the Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Judiciary, which reported the 
bill favorably, refused to accede to the re- 
quest for delay. He said that Senator 
Bailey had put the bill in his charge, and 
had said he was entirely neutral about it. 

Senator McCarren made the motion tkat 
the bill lie on the table. He said that no- 
body in the State was able to lay his hand 
on a Montauk Indian, and the property 
rights involved were so great that he 
thought it unreasonable for the Chairman 
ot the Judiciary Committee to refuse to 
delay the bill until the Senator who irtro- 
cuced it was_present. Senator McCarrei'‘s 
motion prevailed by a vote of 24 to 18. 

There were a number of so-called Mon- 
tauk Indians in the gallery when the de- 
bate on the bill occurred. They bear more 
the appearance of negroes than indians. 

The dispute is one between the Indians 
and the Long Island Railroad Company. 
rhe property at issue is worth millions, 
The courts have declared that the Montauk 
tribe certainly had some rights in the prop- 
erty, and the pending bill merely gives 
them the privilege of going into court and 
having their rights determined. 

When Senator Elsberg’s bill to abolish 
the office of Coroner in New York City 
and substitute medical examiners for the 
Corcners came up to-night, Mr. Elsberg 
asked that it be laid aside until Wednes- 
day owing to the absence of Senator Grady. 

Senator Raines introduced a_ resolution 
to have printed 1,000 additional copies of 
the Excise bill increasing the excise license 
™) per cent. Senator Burton asked that 
the resolution be amended so as to provide 
for the printing of 500 additional copies in 
the German language. Presiderit Higgins 
said that Senator Burton could make his 
request cf the Committee on Printing. 

The Marshall bill, bringing the Lloyds 
under the jurisdiction of the State De- 
partment of Insurance, was killed by a vote 
of 25 yeas to 5 nays.

GRADED TAX FOR DRUGGISTS. 


New Excise Bill Provides for Imposition 
of $100 Yearly in New York City 
—Other Changes. 


ALBANY, March 16.—In addition to the 
bill introduced by Senator Raines adding 
0) per cent. to all liquor license fees, in 
accordance with the decision of the two 
Republican caucuses, Senator Greene to- 
night presented one prepared by the State 
Excise Department perfecting the ma- 
chinery of the department to carry, out 
the provisions of the law. 

The notable features of it are the crea- 
tion of a second Deputy Commissioner, the 
increase of license fees for druggists, and 
the establishment of a graded system of 
drug store tax, from $100 in cities of the 
first class down to $10 in othr parts of the 
State; the material increase of the powers 
of the State Commissioner with reference 
to special deputies and in other matters, 
and of their powers of investigation and 


complaint; the saving. to the State of 
interest on undivided liquor tax moneys 
on deposit; the strengthening of the. re- 
strictions upon places licensed, and in sun- 
dry minor ways modifymg the existing 
law. 

The second Deputy Commissioner pro- 
vided for is to be appointed by the Commis- 
sioner, is to have a salary of $4,000 a year 
and to file a bond of $20,000. In the ab- 
sence or incapacity of the Commissioner 
and First Deputy he is to have the powers 
and funetions of Commissioner, and in 
general is to perform such duties as the 
Commissioner may prescribe. 

The six special Deputies now in existence 
are to be given additional powers and be 
apportioned as at present. They are to ffle 
bonds approved by the Commissioner, are 
to be assigned by him to duty, and are re- 
movable at his pleasure. They are to issue 
licenses in place of the County Treasurers 
in their districts. Of their expenses, one- 
third is to be paid by the State and two- 
thirds by the localities, 

it also provides that criminal complaints 
by special agents shall be forwarded to 
prosecuting officers through the depart- 
ment offices at Albany, where they can be 
examined, and the sufficiency of the evi- 
dence passed upon, in order that the time 
of grand juries may. not be uselessly oc- 
cupied. 

The State Commissioner may, it is pro- 
vided, upon the written request of any Dis- 
trict Attorney, designate an attorney to act 
as Assistant District Attorney in the exam- 
ination or prosecution of any excise case, 
the expense to be paid from the excise rev- 
enue produced by the law and paid over to 
the locality. 

The most radical change proposed is in 
the restoration of the original tax imposed 
upon druggists on this graded scale: In 
places above 1,500,000 population, $100; 
above 500,000, $75; above 50,000, $50; above 
10,000, $30; above 5,000, $20; above 1,200, 
$15; in all otner places, $10. 

All interest on undivided deposits of tax 
receipts and on deposits of the State’s share 
not yet paid over is to be paid to the State, 
it is provided. All excise moneys collected 
by County Treasurers and special Deputy 
Commissioners must be deposited in banks 
designated and approved by the State Com- 
missioner, adequate security being given to 
the State. Interest paid by banks shall be 
divided between the State and the locali- 
ties. 

Rebates are not to be withheld on account 
of any alleged violation of the law, unless 
committed during the excise year covered 
by the certificate. 

A new subdivision is added to provide 
that when liquor tax certificates are sur- 
rendered to a County Treasufer or Special 
Deputy Commissioner, he shall immediate- 
ly notify a police officer of the locality of 
the fact of the surrender of the certifi- 
eate, and that traffic at the place for 
which the certificate was issued cannot 
lawfully be continued until a new certifi- 
eate has been issued for the same place. 

Restrictions upon licensed. places added 
to conform to other laws prohibit gamb- 
ling, not only on the premises covered by 
the license, but in any yard, garden, booth, 
or other place connected with the prem- 
ises, or any disorderly characteristics or 
other acts prohibited by law, 


Would Change the Nurses’ Bill. 

ALBANY, March 16.—An amendment to 
Senator Armstrong's bill providing for reg- 
istration of trained nurses is proposed by 
Dr. E. Eliot Harris, Chairman of the legis- 
lative committee of the State Medical As- 
sociation. It would provide that any rurse 
who has been practicing the profession of 
nursing in the State to the exclusion of all 
other business for five years prior to the 
passage of the act, and whose character 
and qualifications are indorsed by three li- 
censed physicians may be registered. 


Water Storage Bill Opposed.

ALBANY, March 16.—There will be a 
hearing to-morrow before the Senate 
Finance Committee on the bill making an 
appropriation of $25,000 for the purpose of

LIQUOR MEN PREPARE 
TO ENTER EXCISE FIGHT 


Announcement of Opposition to 
Proposed Legislation. 


Secret Meeting of Dealers for Appoint- 
ment of Interviewing Committee— 
Threats to Enter Political Field. 


Wine, liquor, and beer dealers of Greater 
New York—about 8,000 of them—have de- 
termined to defeat the amendments to the 
excise law now before the Legislature or, 
according to threats made yesterday, to 
effect the defeat of the Republican or 
Fusion tickets at the next election. Plans 
for the campaign against the proposed 
legislition were made yesterday afternoon 
alt a meeting of the New York and Kings 
‘<‘ounties Executive Committees of the 
Central Association in Fraunces’s Tavern, 
Broad and Pear} Streets, 

It is the intention of the saloon keepers 
to obtain positive expressions of the opin- 
jons of every Fusion administraticn offi- 
cial and candidates for public otfice. The 
Mayor, in particular, is to be asked to 
support the oppusition to the Excise bill. 
The Board of Aldermen is to be asked ‘to 
express its disapproval. The request to be 
sent to the Aldermen is to be in the form 
of a petition, and it is understood that it 
Ig to be couched in such language as to 
leave no doubt as to what the saloon men 
will do when election time comes round 
again if favorable action be not taken, 
Members of the committee will go to Al- 
bany to-morrow and argue before the com- 
mittee against the proposed amendment. 

The Executive Committees were mys- 
terious in making arrangements for the 
meeting yesterday, and it was a secret and 
closely guarded session, lasting from 
until 6:45 P. M. There were reports that 
the secrecy was due to a movement said 
to be on foot to raise funds—some said the 
amount would be not less than $100,000—to 
be used in the fight. After the meeting it 
was denied that there was any mention of 
the question of getting money for the pur-

penalties arising from violations, and that 
there was no provision in the original law, 
or the proposed amendment, by which }o- 
calities receive anything that arises from 
the prosecution of the bonds.

ATTITUDE OF BREWERS. 


Arrival of Representatives in Albany 
for the Hearing on the Excise Bill— 
Outline of Situation. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, N. Y., March 16.—The advance 
guard of the brewers’ lobby has arrived. 
The agents of the brewers are here to look 
over the ground and report the situation 
to their principals before the hearing on 
the excise bill cn Wednesday. 

Conflicting reports as to the attitude of 
the brewers on the proposition to raise the 
license fee 50 per cent. are being circulated. 
One report is that the brewers are thor- 
oughly aroused over the bill and have 
raised a fund of $100,000 to bring about its 
defeat. The other is that, while the brew- 
ers will make a show of opposition, at 
heart they are indifferent. 

It is generally admitted that if the bill 
becomes a law the number of saloons in 
the State will be reduced at least 10 per 
cent. The saloon keepers who would have 
to close up would be'those who keep the 
cheapest and often the lowest kind of grog- 
geries. These are the men, it is said, who 
are sustained usually by the brewers. The 
brewing association which they patronize 
leases their establishments for them and 
takes out their licenses, being paid back 
in monthly installments. The theory upon 
which the alleged indifferent attitude of 
the brewers toward the pending legislation 
is based is that the poorer class of saloon 
keepers are a constant source of trouble 
to the brewers, and as it is figured that 
there would be just as much beer sold under 
a high license as there is under the present 
license, the brewers, it is said, would be 
rid of a lot of trouble while in reality suf- 
fering but little loss of revenue through the 
increase of the fee. 

The treuble with this theory, it is point- 
ed out, is that the brewers are responsible

Every Republican member of the Senate, 
except Senator Hill, has bound himself_to 
abide by the action of the caucus. For 
any one of them to renege on that agree- 
ment now would put him under suspicion 
which it would be practically impossible 
for him to explain away. On the other 
hand, in the Assembly caucus the Repub- 
licans only had seventy members present, 
and it requires seventy-six votes to pass 
a bill.

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Col. Monroe Thinks Measure May 
Cheapen Gas Charges. 


Aldermen Ask the Corporation Counsel 
What Powers the Board Has to In- 
vestigate Gas Abuses and Pro- 
vide Remedies. 


That the city officials are in earnest in 
advocating the construction of a municipal 
electric lighting plant is shown by the 
quickness of action of Commissioner Mon- 
roe of the Department of Water Supply, 
Gas, and Electricity yesterday. The an- 
nouncement was made that the bill author- 
izing the city to construct its own lghting 
plant would be ready this week for pres- 
entation to the Legislature. Mayor Low 
and Controller Grout will advocate tie 
passage of the bill. 

The result of a municipal electric light 
plant, Col. Monroe declared, would be, in 
his opinion, cheaper rates for gas not only 
for the municipality, but for citizens at 
large. The Commissioner said that at the 
present time the city for the purpose of 
lighting the streets and municipal buildings 
uses about 60 per cent. of electric light, and 
his contention is that with the city owning 
and operating its own electric light plart it 
can exact better terms from the gas com- 
bine for the furnishing of the other 40 per 
cent. of municipal properties with light. 

On the other hand, if this makes no im- 
provement in the prices charged the city 
for gas, the Commissioner said it would 
be an easy matter to extend to the other 
40 per cent. the electric light system, there- 
by cutting off the gas combine entirely 
from furnishing the city with gas. 

The Commissioner was averse to dis- 
cussing the possibility of the city’s later 
on establishing a gas plant of its own and 
supplying its citizens with gas. He said 
this could be done just the same as the 
city supplies its people with water, but 
added that it would have to be accom- 
plished by legislation at Albany. For the 
present Col. Monroe said he was principally 
interested in gettting a municipal plant 
established for municipal purposes. 

The Commissioner declared that his ad- 
vocacy of such a plant was the result 
of several months’ deliberation, which 
culminated in his report to the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment on Friday 
last. The attention of the Commissioner 
was called to the failure of Philadelphia 
years ago to. successfully operate a 
municipal gas plant of its own, and finally 
returning it to private ownership. The 
Colonel smiled, and said that, as far as 
the municipal operation of such a plant 
as the one contemplated for this city is 
concerned, he is confident it will prove a 
success. 

The alleged abuses charged against the 
gas companies were discussed by the Board 
of Aldermen yesterday, which adopted, af- 
ter <ome discussion, a resolution introduced 
by President Fornes, requesting the Cor- 
poration Counsel to furnish to the board 
as soon as possible an opinion as to what 
powers that body has to investigate al- 
leged abuses, and what authority it pos- 
sesses to remedy abuses by legislation. 


FOR CITY GAS PLANTS. 


Merchants’ Association Directors to Dis- 
cuss Municipal Ownership. 


Municipal ownership of electric and gas 
plants is to be considered at a special meet- 
ing of the Board of Directors of the Mer- 
chants’ Association of New York to-mor- 
row, in accordance with a call by President 
Clarence Whitman. In issuing the call Mr. 
Whitman said ‘yesterday that Col. Monroe’s 
report deals with conditions rather than 
crude theories, and quoted many figures to 
show that extortion has been practiced by 
the corporations controlling these utilities.

ABUSES INVESTIGATED 


Practices Attending Sales of Jew- 
elry to Ignorant Immigrants. 








Bilis Now in the Legislature to Abolish 
Use of Body Execution in Cases 
Involving Less Than $100. 


. 





An exposure of legal forms and of oppres- 
@ion entirely outside the pale of the law 
Practiced on the poorer and more ignor- 
ant of the foreign population of New York 
has been prepared by Henry R. Mussey 
nd published by the University Settlement 
Society, under the title “‘The ‘Fake’ in- 
Stallment Business,” in connection with 
the efforts of the society to secure legisla- 
tion to correct the evil. 

Bills introduced by Senator Elsberg and 
Assemblyman Agnew, which are in part 
the result of Mr. Mussey’s investigation, 
@re now pending before the Legislature, 
and will be urged by the University Settle- 

’ INent Society, supported by the information 
that the organization’s agent has collected. 

The work was taken up after the frauds 
Practiced by dishonest installment. dealers 
had been combated for several years under 
wery unfavorable conditions by the Legal 
Aid Society, a committee of the Settlement 
Society, composed of W. Kirkpatrick Brice, 
Samuel Thorne, Jr., and Henry W. Taft, 
having charge of the inquiry. Mr. Mussey 
aided in the investigation and prepared the 
report of results, which has just been 
issued. 

The chief power of the extortioners, Mr. 
Mussey has found, has come through the 
misuse of the body execution, which in- 
strument of the civil law he states has 
permitted the practice of imprisonment for 
debt to be revived in a manner absolutely 
in opposition to the spirit of the law and 
the institutions of the country. 

The first remedy suggested by the inves- 
tigating committee, and the one proposed 
in the bills now before the Legislature, 
contemplate lopping off the worst features 
of the “‘fake’”’ business by abolishing the 
use of the body execution in cases involving 
sums less than $100. 

In treating of the installment business, 
Mr. Mussey divides it into three classes, 
the high grade, in which persons of moder- 
ate means are _ supplie by responsible 
firms on terms that are possptaite to both 
parties; the low grade, in which about all 
the necessaries of life are furnished on 
more or less reasonable terms to persons 
too poor to buy outright what they may re- 

uire, and the “fake” business, in which 
the sale of jewelry and useless ornaments 
and articles of luxury at ridiculously high 
prices is carried on among people too poor 
to purchase such things, under terms that 
permit the dealers to perpetrate what he 
terms a form of extortion that is equiva- 
lent to highway robbery. 

There are merits in the two better grades 
of the business, he finds; and there may be 
abuses, but the third grade, or the “‘ fake ’”’ 
installment sales, and the results it brings 
alone are discussed as calling. for imme- 
diate reform. The patrons of the “ fake” 
dealers are proved to be among the lowest 
class of the immigrant population, the 
poorest and most ignorant of Italians com- 
prising the larger part of them. Such peo- 

le are easily persuaded to buy gewgaws 
or which they have no use, their natural 
fondness for ornaments of a gaudy nature 
and the unusual promise of credit for long 
terms and easy and small payments ap- 
pealing to them, é€ven where their inten- 
tions. are honest, while another class are 
as easily led into the toils of the “ fake”’ 
dealers by the prospect of getting what 
seem to be valuable articles without ever 
having to pay more than the first install- 
ment. : 

In either case, the contract once entered 
into, the purchaser, whether honest or dis- 
honest. becomes the prey of the dealer, 
through the aid of one-sided contracts, 
chattel mortgages, and the assistance of 
corrupt City Marshals. 

Another practice of the worst element 
among the dishonest dealers {Ss to permit 
a debtor to pass several payments, and 
then to bring civil suit under the terms 
°% the. contract entered into. ‘Here is 
where the corrupt Marshals come in, Mr. 
Mussey finds, for he commonly fails to 
bring the debtor to court, and a judgment 
by default is entered. A feature of these 
installmemt sales is that the title to the 
property remains in the vendor until the 
full purchase price has been paid or else 
is secured by a chattel mortgage. When 
suit is begun a refusal to return the prop- 
erty on the part of the purchaser results 
in action for conversion. In other cases 
the Marsha: may return an execution 
against property, as unsatisfied. Failing 
to satisfy the execution against property, 
an execution ~ age the person of the 
debtor ig issued, and the debtor is ar- 
rested and thrown into jail unless he pays 
or his friends pay for him. The terror 
of imprisonment is the strongest aid of 
the dealers at this stage, and they rarely 
faik to cdilect the fuli amount of their 


claims. 

This class of the ‘fake’ business, Mr. 
Mussey ascertained, is in the hands of 
about fifty men, who employ many agents 
to vend their goods, by peddling from house 
to house, in addition to keeping a certain 
class of City Marshals under their pay. 
One such Marshal is said to have earned 
on an average of $75 a day. The magni- 
tude of the ‘“‘fake’’ dealers’ operation is 
evidenced in the estimate by court officers 
for Mr. Mussey that 8&3 per cent. of the 
body executions issued in New York within 
two years were on installment debts. 

In 1901 a single dealer brought 386 suits 
in the Fourth District Court, while in the 
Second District Court two dealers brought 
587 cases in a like period. In 1900 arrests 
on body executions lodged 697 rsons in 
Ludlow Street Jail, of which 594 were ar- 
résts on installment debts. a single dealer 
furnishing 123 of these, The arrests usu- 
ally were made at night when the terrors 
of the victims served the purpose of the 
extortioners to the best purpose. The debts 
in about 75 per cent. of the cases were 
from $10 to $25. 


MR. ROOT WINS A DECISION. 


Court Dismisses Miss Taylor’s Suit for 
Reinstatement in the War 
Department. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, March 16.-—-The suit 
against Secretary Root brought by Rebec- 
ca J. Taylor, was dismissed to-day by 
Chief Justice Bingham of the District Su- 
preme Court, Miss Taylor was dismissed 
from the War Department for criticising 
the Administration’s policy in the Philip- 
pines. She sued for reinstatement, claim- 
ing that her dismissal for such a cause 
was in violation of the civil service law. 
Miss Taylor argued her own case. 

The court held that the power to appoint 
to office implies the power to dismiss, and 
that notwithstanding the civil service 
rules a discretion is necessarily vested in 
the Secretary of War. Admitting that the 
Secretary of War may not have complied 


with all the technical requirements of the 
eivil service rules in connection with the 
dismissal of Miss Taylor, Chief Justice 
Bingham said such failure was merely an 
irregularity, which would not give the 
court jurisdiction in the matter. 

“. The Secretary is not to be held to the 
strictest technical mode of proceeding, it 
was explained If his proceeding was un- 
derstood, it was binding. The writer of 
the published article on which the ‘dis- 
missal was based, in the opinion of the 
court, must have been conscious of the 
cause of the Secretary of War's ‘complaint 
against here, and she has no good reason 
to call upon the court to intervene in the 
matter. 

The Chief Justice also said that while 
liberty ‘of speech is guaranteed to all citi- 
zens by the Constitution, license of speech 
is riot so protected.

MR. ROOSEVELT’S ITINERARY. 


Route of His Western Tour Announced 
—He Will Camp in the Yel- 
lowstone Park. 


Special to The New York Times, 

WASHINGTON, March 16.~The Presi- 
dent’s Western trip is to begin on April 1 
and last for two months. He will arrive in 
Chicago April 2, and stay there all day. 
His first speech will be made in Chicago, 
but the rest of the programme for the day 
has not yet been made up. 

He will leave for Wisconsin at midnight, 
reaching Madison early on April 3, where 
he will address the Legislature. On the 
Same day he will stop at other places, in- 
cluding Waukesha, but the main stop will 
be at Milwaukee, where a banquet is to be 
given in his honor by the Merchants’ and 
Manufacturers’ Association, 

He will be in La Crosse on April 4, and in 
Minneapolis and St. Paul on April 5. On 
leaving Minnesota the President will make 
only a few stops in the Dakotas, so far as 
has been apranged, and will go straight to 
Yellowstone Park to rest from the fatigue 
of the journey and the speechmaking. 

He and Secretary Root are to camp there 
for two weeks as the guests of the cavalry 
officers in charge of the park. He can have 
troops of cavalry for his escort there. Te 
park cannot be invaded by curiosity seek- 
ers who will infringe on the President’s 
rest, and he will spend the two weeks in 
recuperation, not even hunting. Aside 
from Mr. Root, the other members of the 
party will remain with the train at Cin- 
nabur, outside the park. It is expected, 
however, that John Burroughs, the natur- 
alist and poet, will accompany the Presi- 
dent to help him study natural history. 

Toward the last of April the President 
will leave the Yellowstone region and start 
back East. On April 27 he will make a 
number of stops in Nebraska, among them 
being Hastings, Lincoln, Fremont, and 
Omaha. From the latter city the President 
will go into Iowa, spending two days in 
that State. He will visit various cities and 
towns. From Iowa he will go to St. Louis, 
where he will spend April 30 at the Exposi- 
tion grounds, 

Leaving St. Louis, he will go westward 
across Missouri, Kansas, Colorado, and the 
Territories to Southern California, reaching 
Redlands on May 7. Many stops will be 
made in California, the President spending 
several days in working northward to San 
Francisco. The President will visit the 
Yosemite and take a brief rest there. 

Oregon will be entered May 21, the Presi- 
dent reaching Portland at 2 P. M. on that 
day. He will stay there over night and 
leave the next morning. ‘Tacoma will be 
reached the evening of May 22, and the 
night will be spent there. On the morning 
of the 23d the President will take a steam- 
er to visit points on Puget Sound, includ- 








ing the navy yard at Bremerton. On the 
evening of May 23 the party will reach 
Seattle, forty miles from Tacoma. Satur- 


day night and Sunday will be spent there. 

On the 25th a trip of about ten days will 
be made through Central and. Eastern 
Washington. Ellensburg, North Yakima, 
Walla Walla, and Spokane will be visited 
in the order named, From Spokane the 
President will enter Idaho, stopping at 
Harrison on the afternoon of May 26. A 
stop will be made at Wallace the same day, 
and the President will run right on to 
Montana, stopping at Butte and Helena on 
the 27th. 

He wiil turn back into Idaho on the 28th, 
visiting Boise, Nampa, Mountain Home, 
and Shoshone. The 29th will be spent in 
Utah, stops being made at Ogden and Salt 
Lake City. May 380, Decoration Day, will be 
spent in Wyoming. So will be June 1, 
Cheyenne and Laramie being visited on 
those days. From Wyoming the President 
will come back direct to Washington, 


CONSULAR CORPS CHANGES. 


General Shifting Follows the Resigna- 
tion of Consul General McCallum 
at St. Gall, Switzerland. 


WASHINGTON, March 16.—The Presi- 
dent has accepted the resignation of United 
States Consul General McCallum at St. 
Gall, Switzerland. Willing Peters of the 


District of Columbia, at present United 
States Consul at Plauen, Germany, has 
been premoted to the vacancy at St. Gall. 
Hugo Muench of Missouri, now Consul at 
Vittau, Germany, has been promoted to be 
Consul at Plauen. 

William J. Pike of Pennsylvania has been 
appointed to the vacancy at Vittau, 

Later in the day the President sent the 
foregoing nominations to the Senate with 
the exception of that of Mr. Pike, which 
probably will go in later. A number of 
promotions in the navy also were trans- 
mitted to the Senate.

MR. PLIMLEY’S NOMINATION. 


Unless Charges Are Preferred the Mo- 
tion for Reconsideration Will Be 
Withdrawn To-day. 


WASHINGTON, March 16. — Unless 
charges are preferred against William 
Plimley, nominated to be Assistant Treas- 
urer of the United States at New York, 
Senator Aldrich, who had the nomination 
recalled after it had been confirmed by 
the Senate, will withdraw the motion for 
reconsideration of the vote by which the 
nominatian was confirmed.

LIMIT TO ANTHRACITE SUPPLY. 


Mr. Wolcott Declares That It Will 
=e. 


Last Two Hundred Years. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, March 16.-The startling 
announcement credited to Director Walcott 
of the United States Geological Survey that 
the anthracite supply of the United States 
was limited to the consumption of the next 
sixty years proves to be an error. 

When the matter was called to Mr. Wal- 
cott’s attention to-day, he said: “I am 
misquoted. The anthracite coal fields of 
Pennsylvania. barring a small production 
in Colorado and New Mexico, produce the 
total output of America. It has been esti- 
mated that the original contents of the 
Pennsylvania anthracite mines amounted to 
19,507,872,325 tons. In the last eighty-three 
vears 1,225,581,269 tons have been mined. 
The anthracite supply will last at least 200 
years. 

“The output for the year 1901 was [7,- 
867.915 tons. Taking this as the annual 
rate, the mines would be exhausted about 
the year 2203, or 300 peste from the pres- 
eut date. The annual output when there 
are no strikes is, however, constantly in- 
creasing, and taking this important feat- 
ure into consideration, the mines will be 
exhausted at a much earlier date. In the 
ten years from 1890 to 1900, the output bas 
increased 22.3 per cent. At this rate of in- 
crease the will be

mined 200 years from now. 

“The supply of bituminous coal is al- 
most limitless. The area of the American 
fields is estimated at 279,543 square miles, 
as compared with 484 square miles of an- 
thracite coal. It must be said, however, 
that the anthracite coal averages much 
more to the square mile than does the bi- 
tuminoys.”

TEIXEIRA SALE’S MYSTERY 


Auctioneer Says If the House Was 
“Stuffed” a Mr. Streep Did It. 








Does Not Know the Address of That 
Person, the Reputed Owner—Dining 
Room Crowded with 836 Articles. 





The auction sale of the various articles 
which have been placed in the house at ¥i8 
West End Avenue, at one time occupied 
by Don Eugenio Faria de Teixeira, the Bra- 
zilian who met with a variety of reverses 
during his short stay in this city, was re- 
sumed yesterday. 

By the efforts of Benjamin 8S. Wise, the 
auctioneer, just 400 of the 836 articles com- 
ing under the general head “ dining room ”’ 
were disposed of at varying prices, some 
to the evident satisfaction of the manage- 
ment and some otherwise, according to his 
comments. There appeared yesterday, 
however, a new interpretation of the 
scheme upon which the collections were 
made, and consequently of the pretenses 
under which the auction is conducted. 

This was drawn out first by the desire of 
Mr. Wise to correct what he considered the 
misinterpretation of a statement he made 
to a reporter last Thursday, and second by 
his displeasure at certain rumors current 
in the neighborhood. 

Mr. Wise was asked Thursday last wheth- 
er it was pretended that all the articles in 
the house were of the “collections” of 
Don Teixeira, and he replied in the nega- 
tive. He then was asked whether the 
house, itself put up for auction by the 
present owner, was being used as a place 
for a general sale of goods. Mr. Wise re- 
plied that *“‘ that was about the size of ‘t,”’ 
and the matter was dropped. 

Yesterday he drew a reporter to one side 


when the sale was over and said that he 
desired to correct the wrong impression 
created by the publication of the former 
interview in regard to the source of ihe 
“ collections,’’ because it was hurting him. 

** You see,”’ said Mr. Wise, *‘ my interest 
in this matter is owe and solely in the 
commission whic I expect from Mr. 
Streep, the owner of the property, These 
are his things tnat I am selling.” 

“Who is this Mr. Streep?’”’ Mr. Wise was 
asked. 

“He is the owner of the property, and I 
am going to sell his house at auction 
Wednesday ” 

‘What is his address?’’ Mr. Wise did 
not know. 

“How did you happen to take up the 
matter when you knew so little about Mr. 
Streep?’’ was the next question. 

“Why,” replied Mr. Wise, ‘“‘ he walked 
into my galleries in West One Hundred 
and Twenty-fifth street one day and asked 
me to sell his house and its furnishings.”’ 

“Then it is not true that you have put 
this stuff into this house?”’ 

*“ Certainly not.”’ 

“And if a reputable real estate dealer 
should say that he knew you to have leased 
this house from Mr. Streep for the pur- 
poses of this sale, that would not be true 
also? ”’ 

‘*“Any man who would say that would be 
a miserable liar,’”” was the emphatic reply. 

‘‘Mr. Wise,”’ the reporter asked, ‘‘ if pao- 
ple in this neighborhood should say that 
they had seen teams driving up to this 
house in the small hours of the morning, 
since this sale has been on, and unloading 
goods, that would be untrue also?” 

“Well, if there have been any teams, 
they were taking goods away.” 

“ But why should they take goods out cf 
here at 1 or 2 o'clock in the morning?” 
was the next question, 

‘That isea lie! "’ cried Mr. Wise. ‘‘ There 
Were no teams here after 8 o'clock on any 
night. And do you suppose, anyway, that 
after getting the house fixed ig for the 
sale, I would move more stuff into, it. 
Can't you see that it is full as it stands?’’ 

The reporter admitted that the house 
was extremely well filled, and asked Mr. 
Wise how it was that the residents in the 
next house, at 916 West End Avenue, nad 
heard pounding until early in the morning. 

“That was my men rearranging goods,”’ 
he answered, and then, turning to one of 
his colored helpers, he demanded: “ How 
late were you here last night, rearrang- 
ing?” 

“One o'clock, Sir,”” was the prompt re- 
sponse. 

Mr. Wise was asked if it seemed reason- 
able that a householder would have v0 
atricles classified as the furniture of his 
dining room. would put pictures even over 
the door casings, and would have so many 
rugs and cabinets and tables and vases 
that it is extremely difficult to move 
about.

Democrats Will Defer Debate on Cuban 
Treaty Until Next December—Ses- 
sion May End Friday. 


WASHINGTON, March 16.—There were 
many individual conferences between Sen- 
ators to-day over the Cuban reciprocity 
treaty, and as a result of them it is stated 
with much confidence that the extraor- 


dinary session of the Senate will adjourn 
finally before the close of the present week. 
One hopeful Republican Senator fixed 
Wednesday as the date of final adjourn- 
ment, and none of either party expects the 
Senate to sit after Friday. 

Most of the Democratic Senators have 
concluded to postpone debate of the ques- 
tions involved in the treaty until con- 
sideration of the approval of the treaty 
by Congress next December, and the pres- 
ent understanding is that only Senators 
McEnery and Foster of Louisiana will de- 
sire tO talk at length on it during the 
present session. 


REJECTS SPANISH GUNS. 


The United States Decides Not to Buy 
Artillery Left in Porto Rico. 


WASHINGTON, March 16.—The United 
States finally has decided that it does not 
want to purchase the Spanish artillery 
left in Porto Rico, the tender of which was 
made by the Spanish Government, and 
Senor Oeida here has been so informed by 
the State Departnfent. Therefore Spain is 
at liberty to sell these guns to the highest 
bidder, which she proposes to do at once. 
An army board reported that about $90,- 
000 was the value of this material, the 
guns, in many cases, being obsolete and fit 
only for recasting. 

A large quantity of this war material is 
in Cuba, and the Spanish Government also 
sought to sell this to the United States, 
but was informed by the State Department 
that it had no jurisdicion over Cuba, and 


that Spain must deal directly with the 
Government of that island.

SAVING THE CHILDREN 


Dr. Abraham Jacobi Gives Some 
Hints for Mothers. 








Treatment for the Prevention of Tuber- 
culosis—Suggestions for Teachers 
in the Public Schools. 





In the course of a talk on ‘“‘ Tuberculosis 
in Children ’’ in the Charities Building last 
evening Dr. Abraham Jacobi ridiculed the 
extensive use of alcohol as a subject for 
hygienic teaching in the New York public 
schools, paid his respects to the Woman's 
Christian Temperance Union for its efforts 
in securing the adoption of the alcohol text- 
books, explained how mothers ought to 
prevent tubercular disease in their babies, 
and warned the school teachers of the city 
about many things he said they should 
know. 

‘“* Tuberculosis,’’ he said, ‘‘ kills more peo- 
ple, old and young, than diphtheria, croup, 
whooping cough, scarlatina, and typhoid 
fever all combined.”’ 

In the young, he explained, the malady 
could be found in a multitude of forms, 
and a tubercular origin was to be discov- 
ered in bone deformities, troubles of the 
peritoneum, and fatal attacks in the lym- 
phal surfaces, or glands. In all his years 
of practice, he continued, he had known 
but one authenticated case of so-called 
inherited tuberculosis, and even in that case 
it was not the disease itself that was 
handed down, but certain conditions of 
body. 

“If a baby went to its consumptive 
mother for nursing only,” he said, “it 
would not be likely to catch the disease, 
but it might be well for the mother to 
wear a veil so that the tubercular bacilli 
could not be transmitted from her mouth 


to the child.” 

Every child of two or three years, he 
declared, ought to have a daily cold bath, 
if stfong enough in heart to endure the 
cold water. After the bath should come a 
good rubbing down. In case of a baby 
with a weak heart the baths would have 
to be warm, but the rubbing down must 


follow anyway,’ good circulation of blood 
being the best preventive of tubercular 
dangers. 

Atter telling how bacilli of tuberculosis 
were wont to enter the system, Dr. Jacobi 
said that, apropos of the influence of 
swallowed materials containing germs, it 
was absurd to fear bacilli from eating 
meat, inasmuch as the germs did not ex- 
ist in the flesh of cattle, and anyway, if 
they did, the cooking of the meat would 
have killed them. The danger from milk 
could be averted by boiling, but the 
mother who boasted of sterilizing her 
baby’s milk from 40 to 60 minutes ought 
to know that there was no ae food 
quality in milk that had been sterilized so 
long a time. 

There were certain organs of a child, he 
said, that should be watched carefully. 
A common nasal catarrh ought to_ be 
treated at once by irrigating the baby’s 
nose with warm salt water, the usual 
greasing at the back of the nose being 
something that ‘‘does the mother more 
good than the child.’’ Enlarged tonsils 
ought to be removed at once, the nasal 
irrigations to follow the operation, lest it 
have not the desired effect. Inflamed 
bronchial tubes should not be left unat- 
tended. Remissness in either of these 
matters, said Dr. Jacobi, might result in 
tuberculosis. 

“No doctor is too good to call in for 
your baby,” he said, after telling the story 
of a parent who considered infant troubles 
too unimportant for medical advice. ‘It 
is fashionable these days to leave whoop- 
ing cough alone, but every day you leave 
it there is danger of tuberculosis or 
pneumonia, and the risk is on your souls.” 

Tuberculosis had been described by an 
eminent specialist as the ‘bedroom dis- 
ease.”’ A window in the bedroom should 
be kept oo all day and all night, for the 
child's sake. 

“ Unfortunately,” Dr. Jacobi continued, 
“there are 50,000 New York families, with 
three or four children each, who have 
bedrooms without any windows in them. 
Remember, it is no consolation to you that 
these people die. Before they die they in- 
fect you. Your servant or seamstress may 
have lived in the windowless rooms. It is 
not hard to draw a practical moral from 
this condition of things in our city.’ 

To the teachers Dr. Jacobi said that the 
school buildings were too hot, the windows 
were opened too indiscriminately, and thou- 
sands of tubercular fatalities in the city 
might be averted by ‘‘a little knowledge.” 
There was no use of forty-two pages on 
alcohol in a hygienic textbook, for eight 
or ten pages octavo would contain al] the 
hygienic training that could be instilied 
with profit into the child’s mind. 

** What rot,”’ he said, “ the children are 

etting from the texts our taxes pay for, 
nstea 

Our schools are at the mercy of Mrs. Mary 
H. Huntism of the Women’s Christian Tem- 
perance Union and of Eddyism.” 

Teachers and mothers ought to put a 
stop to indiscriminate kissing, lengthen re- 
cesses and vacations, forbid children ever 
to help in dusting or cleaning floors, and 
keep them out of the way during such 
cleaning. In the City of New York, tn the 
windowless rooms, there had lain for vears 
earpets in which germs were collected by 
the million and in which the bacillus of 
tuberculosis would continue to live for all 
time because no ray of light nor any fresh 
air ever penetrated to its hiding place.

National Bank of Florida, at Jacksonville, 
Fla., was closed to-day by direction of the 
Controller of the Currency upon the report 
of an examination made by National Bank 
Examiner Charles A. Hanna, which showed 
the bank to be insolvent. National Bank 
Examiner J. W. Nervell has been appoint- 
ed receiver. 

The failure of the bank, it is said at the 
Treasury Department, was due to losses 
which absorbed the entire capital and sur- 
plus, leaving a deficiency in assets which 
are of a slow character and of poor grade, 
eonsisting largely of phosphate and lum- 
ber mill machinery, insuranc> policies, real 
estate, &c.

Prominent Professional Dies from His 
Recent Injuries in New Orleans. 


CHICAGO, March 16.—Word was received 
in this city to-day of the death of David 
Bell, a professional golfer, who was in- 
jured recently in New Orleans and died 
there last night. 


David Bell was well known in the East as 
Well as in the West as one of the strongest 
professional golfers in America. He came 
from Scotland about four years ago, and 
had been connected with the Midlothian 
Country Club, near Chicago, ever since. 
His associate was Willie Smith, a former 
open champion of America. Bell was third 
in the open championship of 1900, when 
the event was held on the links of the 
Chicago Golf Club. Harry Vardon and 
James H. Taylor, each of whom has now 
held the open championship of Great Brit- 
ain three times, were in America then, and 
took part ip the tournament. Vardon won 
the contest with a total of 313 strokes for 
the 72 holes, while Taylor was second with 
815. Beil came third with a total of 323, 
leading all the resident American profes- 
sionals. During the past Winter he was 
at New Orleans, taking charge of the Au- 
dubon Golf Club links. He was injured last 
week by falling downstairs in his board- 
ing house. 


Columbia’s Track Team Candidates. 
About 115 candidates for the Columbia 
track team reported to Trainer Hjertberg 
and Capt. O. M. Bishop yesterday on South 
Field at the first outdoor practice this sea- 
son. Middle-distance runners, broad jump- 


ers, and weight men showed especial 
strength, while the ability of the sprinters 
and high jumpers was only moderate. No 
hurdlers or pole vaulters were present. It 
was found that enough moderately good 
men were on hand to enable Columbia to 
enter at least four men in each of the 
thirteen intercollegiate events without 
doubling up. 

Plenty of good material from the prepara- 
tory schools appeared. Of these Leventritt, 
broad jumper from Sachs; Schoonmaker, 
sprinter, from Plainfield; Muir, hurdler, 
from Lawrenceville; Perry, pole vaulter, 
from Barnard, and Loder and Miller, 
weight men from Port Chester and Hamil- 
ton, respectively, have already gained dis- 
tinction on the track. The main absentees 
from last season were C. B. Marshall, mile 
runner; G. C. Atkins, middle distance, and 
Cc. W. Kennedy and B. C. Breneman, broad 
jumpers. 


Athletics at Princeton University. 
* PRINCETON, N. J., March 16.—Forty 
candidates reported for practice to-day, in 
response to an order issued by Capt. Hor- 
ton of the track team. Several promising 


men among the freshmen came out, and 
they will be given regular practice with 
the old members of the team. The daily 
drills will be started on Wednesday.

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FOR INTERNATIONAL POLO 
Nothing Definite Yet Regarding 
Visit of English Team. 


Much of the Present Agitation Caused 
by After-Dinner Enthusiasm—Good 
Players Anxious to Come. 


Everything that bears upon the possible 
visit of an English polo team to this coun- 
try is, just at present, of the utmost in- 
terest to lovers of the sport here, but not- 
withstanding the somewhat rosy accounts 
that have appeared from time to time re- 
garding the foreign visit, most of the 
prominent players have not taken the news 
too seriously. That there is a possibility 
of an English team coming, no one ac- 
quainted with polo denies, and the efforts 
of William A. Hazard, Secretary of the 
American Polo Association, who has been 
in England for some time, have given a 
strong impetus to the probable visit. Nev- 
ertheless, nothing definite is likely to be 
known until after Mr. Hazard’s return 
home, which will be in the latter part of 
April. 

H. L. Herbert, Chairman of the Polo 
Association, said last week that he had re- 
celved no definite news from Mr. Hazard 
that arrangements for the visit were any 
nearer realization than had been the case 
before the first of the year. It was re- 
ported from London a few days ago that 
Sir Patteson Nickalls, the father of three 
of the most foremost players in England, 
was very anxious to have his sons come to 
America to play polo, and had even of- 
fered to aid in sending a team, 

“That offer,” said Mr. Herbert, ‘‘ was 
part of an after dinner speech. A lot of 
polo men were present, and the subject of 
sending a team to America had been ane 
of the chief topics, and as Mr. Hazard was 
present and undoubtediy urged the visit 
with all of his fervor, it is quite natural 
that considerable enthusiasm was aroused, 
and Sir Patteson Nickalls was willing to 
send a team on the spot. I don’t say that 
Was exactly the case, but the reports read 
very much like after-dinner assertions, and 
you know that highly-colored statements 


are sometimes made in those cases that un- 
fortunately are never revived again. I hope 
for the best, however, and as the Eng- 
lishmen are now talking of sending two 
teams, I trust that we may at least get 
one of them.”’ 

The team that Sir Patteson Nickalls was 
willing to send over consisted of his three 
sons, Patteson, Jr., Cecil, and Robert 
Nickalls, with George Miller as a possible 
fourth man. Cecil Nickalls is one of the 
best poloists in Great Britain, and in the 
international games last season at Hurling- 
ham he played No. i on the English team 
in all of the three matches. Patteson 
Nickalls, Jr., played in the first and last 
matches. Robert Nickalls is the youngest 
brother, and is just out of college, but he 
has had considerable polo experience. 
George Miller played No. 3 on the English 
team in the two winning games for the in- 
ternational cup, so this team would pre- 
sent a strong aggregation of the best polo 
talent in the United Kingdom. George 
Miller is famous for his excellent string of 
polo ponies, having some of the best and 
fastest nonies in England. 

The other polo team that has been talked 
of is to consist of Freake, Buckmaster, and 
Rawlinson, all veterans of the highest cali- 
vre. The fourth man may be another mem- 
ber of the Miller family, either Charles or 
E. D. Miller. Buckmaster has long been 
called the best polo player in England, and 
Foxhall Keene, who has played with him 
and seen him play in many matches, hear- 
tily cencurs in this opinion. He was Cap- 
tain of the English team last year in the 
international matches. Buckmaster is a 
powerfnl hitter and wonderfully quick at 
getting on the ball. He is a member of the 
London Stock Exchange, and learned the 
game while in Cambridge University. 
Freake Is a wealthy young Englishman 
who ranks high in polo, and he played No, 2 
in the conond international game. Rawlin- 
son is a strong player, and was substitute 
for the English team. Should one or both 
of theve teams decide to make the visit it 
is stated that they would arrive in America 
some time in August. 

Mr. Hazard, who is captain of the Rock- 
away Hunting Club’s polo team, has been 
abroad nearly a year. He has played polo 
at all of the big English clubs and has 
done a great deal toward making the polo 
interests of the two countries more friendly 
than ever was the case before. It is due to 
his efforts that the tournaments were ar- 
ranged to be played, one at Hurlingham and 
one at Lakewood, each under the rules of 
the other country. Mr. Hazard has recently 
shipped his polo ponies home, and while he 
will not arrive in time to be present at the 
annual meeting of the Polo Association on 
April 21 at the Metropolitan Club, he will 
play with the Rockaway team in the Lake- 
wood tournament, which is to begin on 
April 27 and continue through to May 9.

With the applause of an excited and in- 
terested crowd of billiard enthusiasts ring- 
ing in his ears, George H. Sutton, the 
handless billiard player, executed marvel- 
lous shots in the opening game of a five- 
nights’ contest, 1,500 points, fourteen-inch 
balk-line billiards, with Thomas J. Gal- 
lagher at the Montauk Academy, Brooklyn, 
last night. 

Sutton’s handicap in having lost both 
hands and forearms about three inches be- 
low the elbows, gave a novelty to the game, 


and the ease and rapidity with which he 
executed the difficult shots was astonish- 
ing. His strongest forte seemed to be in 
the hard massés and draw shots. In all 
his cue work, Sutton uses no artificial de- 
vice, and the stick rests either upon the 
hollow of the left arm at the elbow, the 
‘ bridge,” or table rail, the ‘‘ bridge ”’ being 
supported by holding the handle on the 
+ gn knee slightly elevated. The force 
of propulsion when shooting with one arm 
comes from the flexible muscles below the 
elbow joint at the stump of the arm. > 

The cue is not even clutched at the right 
elbow, but rests as lightly there as it does 
across the human bridge made by the left 
elbow. In using the two arms Sutton holds 
the cue firmly between the elbows, which 
he has so trained that he can cross the 
joints, a feat which no man with hands has 
ever been able to do. In spite of his great 
handicap the handless expert was as certain 
of his shots and almost as rapid in his exe- 
cutioh as Gallagher. The table was 4 little 
fast, and this handicapped both players. 
Gallagher concedes Sutton 300 points in the 
contest, playing 1,500 to 1,200 for Sutton. 
Sutton had madé 209 when Gallagher ran 
out his first 300, The scores:

CLEARING BALL GROUNDS 


Petitions Circulated to Have 
Streets Cut Through New Site. 


American League Club Officials Do Not 
Seem Disturbed on Account of 
the Opposition. 


Centractor McAvoy had a large gang of 
laborers at work from an early hour yes- 
terday stripping the rocks and boulders 
from the Washington Heights site for the 
American League baseball grounds. Presi- 
dent Gordon of the new club was present 
during the forenoon and expressed himself 
as being perfectly satisfied that the park 
would be in readiness for the opening game 
on April 30, Early in the day a telegraph 
lineman who was working in the neigh- 
borhood ran a wire between two trees on 
the newly acquired property and fastened 
an American flag to it. President Gordon 
asked the man why he did this, and when 
the lineman replied ‘‘ This American League 
grounds should be at all times covered by 
an Amerftan flag’’ the new executive pre- 
sented him with a crisp bill to celebrate 
the occasion. 

That the management of the new club 
will not be allowed to proceed with the 
transformation of the property into a fine 
athletic grounds and baseball park without 
a good deal of opposition is now certain. 
A petition has been drawn up and signed 
by some of the owners of Washington 
Heights real estate, and it will be present- 
ed to the Board of Aldermen, requesting 
that One Hundred and Sixty-sixth and One 
Hundred and Sixty-seventh Streets be cut 
through the newly leased site. These prop- 
erty Owners claim that the value of the 
surrounding lots will deteriorate very con- 
siderably when a baseball team makes its 
home there, but neither President Gordon 
nor any of the others interested in the 
Greater New York Baseball Club take these 
objections seriously, and all of them say 
that there will be no serious interference 
with their well-arranged plans. 

In some quarters it has been rumored 
recently that Delehanty and Davis, who 
were assigned by the peace agreement to 
play respectively with the Washington and 
Chicago American League teams, might 
after all wear New York National League 
uniforms during the coming season. Both 
of these players received large advance 
sums of money from President Brush, and 
they cannot play anywhere else until the 
cash is paid back. ust what Davis may 
do is rather uncertain, but so far as Dele- 
hanty is concerned, he will certainly play 
— an American League club or not at 
all. 

Several months ago G. Hector Clemes, 
who is closely identified with the Washing- 
ton Club, said that Delehanty would have 
to fulfill his contract with that organiza- 
tion this year. For some time past nego- 
tiations have been in progress between the 

romoters of the new club here and the 

Vashington Club officials for the purpose 
of securing Delehanty for the American 
League team in this city. President Gor- 
don would like to have the big outfielder, 
but Manager Loftus of Washington does 
not want to part with him. Loftus claims 
that while Delehanty is unpopular with the 
followers of the game in Washington, he 
still would be a drawing feature of the 
team, and particularly so away from the 
home grounds. President Gordon would 
be willing to exchange ‘‘ Lefty ’’ Davis and 
a good-sized bonus as well for the services 
of the big player, and it is very likely that 
Delehanty will play on the Washington 
Heights team during the coming season. 
Delehanty himself does not want to play 
for the Washington Club, and prefers New 
York, so that everything may be arranged 
to the satisfaction of all the parties con- 
cerned. 

President Harry C. Pulliam of the Na- 
tional League appointed John J. Heydler 
of Washington as Assistant Secretary. 
Heydler formerly was a National League 
umpire, and lately has been a reporter on 
a Washington newspaper. He assumed his 
duties in the St. James Building headquar- 
ters yesterday, and one of the first things 
he did was to send $1,300 to President Her- 
mann of the Cincinnati Club, which Presi- 
dent Pulliam had received from Sam Craw- 
ford, who played in the outfield for Cin- 
cinnati last season. The payment of this 
sum released Crawford from his obligations 
to the Cincinnati Club, and he now is free 
to play with the American League Club of 
Detroit. Several contracts and _ releases 
were promulgated qenreey by President 
Pulliam between ational League clubs 
and players, but none of them had any 
bearing on the New York or Brooklyn 
teams. 

Word was received here yesterday that 
Charley Farrell, the popular catcher of the 
Brooklyn Club, had severed his connection 
with Manager Hanlon’s team, and he now 
is ready to sign with any Eastern or West- 
ern club that may need his services. 


A STADIUM FOR HARVARD. 


To be Built by the Class of 1879—Will 
Cost $175,000 and Seat 30,000 People. 


Special to The New York Times. 

BOSTON, March 16.—The Harvard class 
of 1879, acting under Prof. Hollis’s inspira- 
tion, has decided to give to the university 
a stadium—an athletic field surrounded by 
permanent banks of seats—the like of which 
is to be found only in a few of the ancient 
cities of Greece and Italy. 

The structure, which is to cost $175,000, 
and to have a seating capacity of 30,000, 
with auxiliary accommodation for 10,000 
more people, is to be given by the class, 
and will stand as a memorial of the twenty- 
fifth anniversary of that class, which is to 
be celebrated at commencement next year. 
Different members have subscribed $100,000 


toward it. This sum is to be the cost of 
the stadium above the ground. The foun- 
dations and ground work will cost $75,000, 
but this is to be paid from the fund which 
has been accumulated by the Athletic Com- 
mittee from profits of athletic events, and 
which it was designed to use for perma- 
nent seats before the class of '7) took up 
the matter. If no unexpected delay oc- 
curs the stadium will be completed and 
dedicated at commencement, 1904. 

The stadium is to be constructed of brick, 
steel, and stone concrete. It will be horse- 
shoe shaped, with the sides parallel, one 
end forming an amphitheatre and the other 
ge | open. On the ipclosed field will be 
the football gridirons, & running track, and 
a seralkepearey and thé » will be room for 
every kind of field spot with the excep- 
tion of baseball. A uniq\e feature of the 
stadium will be a covered promenade 
around the top above the seats. 

The site of the present baseball diamond 
has ‘been chosen for the stadium. 


PROTEST OF WHEELMEN. 


Associated Cycling Clubs of Long Is!- 


and Object to Certain Legisla- 
tive Action. 


Action regarding the  street-sprinkling 
nuisance, against which the wheelmen of 
is city have unsuccessfully contended for 
veral years, was taken up at the monthly 
meeti of the Associated Cycling Clubs of 
Long island, held at the clubhouse of the 
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Bushwick Wheelmen, 897 Bushwick Ave- 
nue, Brooklyn, last night, by the passage of 
the following resolutions: 

Whereas, The bill pending in the Legislature 
which seeks to place the sprinkling of the public 
streets of New York City in the hands of the 
Department of Street Cleaning, as unanimously 
advocated by representatives of all organizations 
of road users, has been not only so tampered 
with as to defeat this object, but is now held in 
committee, 

Resolved, That these Associated Cycling Clubs 
of Long Island, the delegates from the Associated 
Cycling Clubs of New York concurring, do and 
hereby express their distrust and disgust at such 
action, and call on the Legislature to disprove 
existing suspicion by the immediate passage of 
the original bill in question. 

Resolved, Further, That copies of this reso- 
lution be at once transmitted to the Speakers 
of the Senate and House, with the request that 
it be read to the respective bodies over which 
they preside. 

It was also decided to indorse the Dooling 
bill, to compel the carriage of preyoree as 
baggage on steamboat lines within the 
State, which is now pending in the State 
Legislature at Albany, as well as the 
Brownlow National Good Roads bill, which 
failed of passage in the last pen ring but 
which, it is expected, will be again tro- 
duce at the next session. 

Several amendments to the Constitution 
tending to a concentration of authority and 
responsibility in the management of the 
association were made, and the three dele- 
gates to the meetings of the Associated 
Cycling Clubs of the City of New York 
were made one of the standing committees 
of the Long Island Association. 


Dr. Lederle Thinks Conditions Are 
About What They Were Before the 
Strike — What Dealers Say. 


Health Commissioner Ernst J. Lederle 
was asked yesterday if his information and 
the records of his department did not war- 
rant the statement that, in spite of the 
low price of anthracite, a great deal of soft 
coal is burned now, and what is being done 
to bring matters back to the conditions 
that obtained before the coal strike. 

‘‘ Everything is being done,’’ he replied, 
‘‘or, rather; everything has been done, for 
I consider affairs are now pretty nearly 
what they were last Spring. Sanitary Su- 
perintendent Roberts follewed instructions 
which were to notify his assistants and 
superintendents in all boroughs to have 
inspections made and to determine accu- 
rately on the smoke nuisance and to use 
every means at command to suppress it. 
This resulted in proper inspection, the lo- 
cating of nuisances by soft coal smoke, and 
civil and criminal aetion against all of- 
fenders. I have no summary of results, 
but they were satisfactory. 

“I think that conditions now are about 
what they were before the strike, and 
know that in a short time they will become 
better. People certainly got into the habit 
of using soft coal during the strike, but 
they’re getting out of it. We have done 
much with this nuisance, but can do more 
if we have the co-operation of the public. 
Citizens who detect soft coal smoke nuis- 
anees should promptly report to this de- 
partment. ‘There are places yet burning 
soft coal apparently in defiance of this 
department, or undetected. But there are 
orders out against them and we must 
wait for a legal determination of the cases. 
We cannot summarily close them. 

‘‘Some places use smoke-consuming de- 
vices, but to what extent I cannot say. I 
have never encouraged their use, because 
I do not consider them entirely successful. 
With hard coal at its present price it is 
not easy to understand why people use 
soft coal,” 

* Now,” said Chief Sanitary Inspector 
Bromley, “ you can count soft coal smoke 
violations on the tags of your hands. 
During the strike, 679 orders were issued 
against offenders. Trouble on that score 
is practically over, and every violation is 
under surveillance."’ 

Coal dealers would not subscribe to the 
proposition that during the strike people 
got used to soft coal as a producer of 
steam or energy, and continued to use it, 
so that now the consumption of anthracite 
has decreased, while that of soft coal has 
increased, comparisons being made with 
conditions ofa year ago. 

Stickney, Conyngham & Co. said that 
this was simply a matter of guesswork, 
and that the gauge of the situation would 
be when prices are settled down on a 
steady basis, 

The Berwind-White Coal Company said 
that they had no statistics on which to 
form any conclusion. Soft coal was forced 
on consumers during the strike, and they 
got used to it, but the field of consumptio 
was not New York City, but the entir 
country.

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NAVAL ARMAMENTS. 

In introducing his enormous and un- 
precedented naval budget of $180,000,000, 
Mr. ARNOLD Forster yesterday took, in 
the House of Commons, a deprecatory, 
almost an apologetic toné. He “ could 
not help regretting that the great coin- 
petition and rivalry in the matter of na- 
val armaments continued to make néces- 
sary this enormous and unproductive ex- 
penditure.” 

It is thoroughly understood, both with- 
in and without Great Britain, that the 
meintenance of British sea power is lit- 
erally vital to that country. No other of 
the great Powers is under the same com- 
pulsion to maintain a fleet which can 
defy, not only that of any other Power, 
but the combined fleets of any reasoiia- 
bly imaginable alliance. Whether the 
*‘three-Power basis’ contemplates a too 
improbable contingency is for Britons to 
judge. What is evident is that a country 
which imports two-thirds of its food and 
has never a “ visible supply ” in the ist- 
and for more than a few weeks cannot 
afford to be at the mercy of any naval 
ccalition that is politically possible. 

Germany, the latest and the most ag- 
gressive of the naval nations, is in a very 
different situation. A navy, large or 
small, is not vital to Germany. it is, 
however, to the aggressiveness of Ger- 
many “upon the water” that the com- 
petition and rivalry to which the Secre- 
tary of the British Admiralty refers are 
raainly due. Distinctly our own naval 
expansion is traceable to that source. A 
quarter of a century ago we had not 
afloat a single ship of war which 
was “up to” that “date.” As the his- 
torian of the troubles in Samoa has ex- 
plained, it was the attitude of Germany 
in those troubles that founded “ the mod- 
ern navy of the States.” It was intol- 
erable to us that we should be without 
the means of resisting the aggressions to 
which it then and there became plain 
that we might be exposed, and to which 
it seemed equally plain to many of us 
that we should be exposed unless we 
‘were prepared to resist them. Another 
lesson of the same kind was given to us 
from the same quarter twenty years 
later, and we have lately had still anoth- 
er. It is accepted as a political axiom in 
Washington that we cannot afford co be 

inferior to Germany upon the sea. 

France and Russia are, relatively to 
Great Britain, where they were a genera- 
tion ago in naval strength. The disturb- 
ance of the balance of sea power is in 
the German and the American Navy, 
and it has been occasioned by the cre- 
ation of the former. Even now a plain 
declaration on the part of Germany that 
she did not regard any part of the Amer- 
ican continents as a field for conquest 
and colonization, and that she renounced 
the pretension of controlling the destiny 
of any American State, would enable us 
to reduce our navy, not indeed to the 
flotilla of tubs which constituted it a 
quarter of a century ago, but io less 
than its actual and to much less than its 
projected dimensions. Certainly that 
would be the result if such a German 
declaration were accompanied with such 
an earnest of its sincerity as would be 
afforded by a reduction of the German 
naval programme. The main source of 
the “great competition and rivalry,” so 
far as it is recent, would thus be re- 
moved. But meanwhile it is quite true 
that Great Britain cannot afford to dis- 
pense, not merely with naval superiority, 
but with virtual naval supremacy. The 
huge new fleet of seventy-one “sail” 
that will be under construction in British 
yards on the first of next month will be 
the premium the islanders pay for na- 
tional insurance. 








RELIEF FROM THE EAST. 

The problem of New York is the hous- 
ing of its rapidly growing population 
within convenient, fairly speedy, and not 
too expensive reach of the business parts 
of the city. It is calculated by careful 
observers that the relief from the new 
system of subways now building will be 
exhausted within a very short time of its 
construction. Further relief is planned 
by Mr. ‘Parsons, the Engineer of the 
Rapid Transit Commission, in a system 
extending both north and east. From 
the latter direction much may be ex- 
pected, and the propositions he submits 
embrace both the immediate and the re- 
moter future. 

A glance at the map of Brooklyn will 
show a vast territory within the borough 
limits, some 50,000 acres, or 78 square 
miles, occupying an irregular quadrangle 
about 11 miles in length by 7 in width, 
The population of this area is about 
1,200,000. Of this number some 700,000 
reside in the twenty wards lying within 
@ couple of miles of the East River 


" ghore between Newtown Creek on the 


north and Brie Basin on the south, and 


ee 









ing 500,000 are scattered more or less 
thinly over 40,000 acres surrounding the 


mere densely settled parts with a belt 


from three to six miles in width. The 
population of the borough increased in 
the decade before the latest census some 
328,000, and of this increase only 60,000 
was in the older wards referred to and 
268,000 in the newer and outer wards, 
In other words, the increase in popula- 
tio. is now gomg on practically five 
times as fast in the new wards as in the 
old. If the relative increase is calcu- 
lated, it will be seen that the newer ter- 
ritory increased about 170 per cent. in 
ten years while the older increased hard- 
ly more than 10 per cent. The zeneral 
result of the comparison is that the out- 
er wards, if as densely peopled as ihe 
inner wards now are, would have a pop- 
ulation of 2,800,000, and that at the ra- 
tio of increase actually going on for the 
ten years before 1900 this figure. would 
be reached in fifteen years. 

Of course this ratio of increase cannot 
be maintained, but it is not visionary to 
estimate that in the next twenty years an 
added population of a million could easily 
be settled within the Boroughof Brooklyn, 
if communication cf the right amount 
and kind were provided, But the area 
open to this increased population, on 
these conditions, is by no means con- 
fined to the Borough of Brooklyn. It_ex- 
tends north and east over almost the en- 
tire area of the Borough of Queens and 
a ccnsiderable part of the County of 
Nassau. This territory, lying between 
the waters of the East River and the 
ocean, is nearly all healthily situated, 
with a wide plateau and ridge sloping 
toward the salt water on either side. 
Within it there is ample room for a pop- 
ulation three times as large as that of 
the Borough of Manhattan, or, with suf- 
ficient means of communication, even 
twice that of the present entire city. 

The problem is solely one of transpor- 
tation. We propose in a subsequent arti- 
cle to take up the actual situation of 
this problem and the suggestions 29f Mr. 
Parsons as to the mode of dealing 
with it. 





DR. PARKHURST AND POLICE RE- 
FORM. 

In his gratuitous criticism of Police 
Commissioner GREENE, especially in the 
matter of Inspector Brooks, Dr. PARK- 
HURST does not appear to good advan- 
tage, and to continue satirical and skep- 
tical as to the work which the Commis- 
sioner is doing, with enthusiastic popular 
approval, will tend to diminish, if it does 
not wholly destroy, his own influence for 
good in municipal affairs. The radical 
difference between them at the moment 
is that Commissioner GREENE has the re- 
sponsibility, while Dr. ParkKHURsT has 
not. It may be presumed without too 
great a stretch of the imagination that 
Commissioner GREENE understands the 
case of Inspector Brooks very much bet- 
ter than Dr. PARKHURST does, and since 
he is to be judged by the results of his 
measures to reorganize and reform the 
department it is contrary to public policy 
to plead for incompetents in high places 
—quite as much so, indeed, as to plead 
for men who are corrupt. 


Inspector Brooxs had his opportunity 
and failed to avail himself of it. He was 
told to get evidence against gambling 
houses and evil resorts, and the money 
deemed necessary was placed at his dis- 
posal. He did not succeed. The evi- 
dence needed was obtained in other 
ways. He was then called upon to ex- 
plain why he had failed, and his ex- 
planation was unsatisfactory. This im- 
posed upon the Commissioner the re- 
sponsibility of action. In what degree 
of personal esteem and affection Dr. 
PARKHURST may hold Inspector Brooks 
may be of interest, but it really has 
nothing to do with the case in its of- 
ficial aspects. It may very well be that 
Inspector Brooks is honest, and that the 
department needs honest men; it is 
equally true that he did not do effective 
police duty when it was given him to 
do, and that the department needs men 
who can and will. Inefficiency may not 
be as bad as dishonesty, but it is a dis- 
qualification in a high police official. Dr. 
PARKHURST may have views of his own 
as to the reorganization of the uniformed 
force, and it may be they are very good 
ideas; but it is not in any sense “up to 
him” to do this, and it is not in good 
taste nor of public benefit to sneer at 
the Commissioner for doing what he 
deems his duty in the premises, inde- 
pendent of the results which such views 
of duty are producing all along the line, 
It is results we are after in police mat- 
ters, and these Commissioner GREENE is 
accomplishing to the public satisfaction 
as far as he has gone, and to the credit 
of the administration. From a dead 
weight and a deep discredit, which it 
was when Commissioner PARTRIDGE 
found it and left it, Commissioner 
GREENE is making the department the 
most valuable political asset of the Fu- 
sion administration. His work is not fin- 
ished, but it is certainly well begun; and 
to say, as Dr. PARKHURST does, that 
“GREENE is green” may be a very 
much higher compliment than the rev- 
erend gentleman intended it to be. 





IS If A NEW KULTURKAMPF ? 

The Bishop of Treves does not seem 
to be a prelate of great sagacity. His 
injunction upon his diocesan clergy to 
refuse absolution to all Catholic parents 
who send their girls to the Prussian 
state high schools is, we think, further 
than any of our own “ Cahenslyites" 
have gone in the same direction. But it 
is evidently a step in the same pro- 
gramme of demanding a division of the 
school fund, which we suppose has been 
abandoned, or at least suspended, as for 
the present impracticable by those who 
would like to see it put into execution 
here.

All the same, it is a very serious and 


even burning political question which the 
Bishop threatens to reopen. That ques- 
tion has been brought up in the Pryssian 
Chamber, and has been handled there 
very. gingerly by Count von BUELOW. 
This handling has been made a reproach 
to him by the more aggressive Liberals, 
who point out, with much plausibility, 
that he goes in fear of the “ Clerical 
Centre,”’ which is numerically the strong- 
est “group”? in the whole legislative 
body. The aggressive Protestants desire 
a much “shorter way” with threatening 
prelates. But in fact the tolerant and 
patient temper of the Prussian Minister 
is the most promising, from any point 
of view, in which to approach the dis- 
cussion of such a subject. Count Von 
BUELOW contented himself with express- 
ing regret that the Bishop should have 
endeavored to reopen a question which 
had been closed, or at least bridged, by 
the “ modus vivendi” established by the 
statesmanship of Prince BisMARcK on the 
one side and of the present Pope on the 
other. He pointed out also that the 
teaching in the Prussian high school at 
Treves was perfectly impartial as be- 
tween the religions, and had that “ par- 
ity’ which is the Prussian compromise. 
As a matter of fact, it seems that a ma- 
jority of the teachers in the school in 
question are Catholics. The Bishop’s 
hostility is ascribed to the fact that there 
is an Ursuline convent in Treves into 
which he thinks to dragoon by ecclesias- 
tical terrors the daughters of the Catho- 
lics of that town. 

In such circumstances, the appeal to 
Rome, which Count von BUELOW has 
taken, seems much the wisest course, It 
would be neither safe nor decent to as- 
sume that the Bishop of Treves speaks, 
in this matter, for his ecclesiastical su- 
periors without giving them an oppor- 
tunity to disclaim his excess of zeal. It 
is quite true, as one perfervid Protestant 
said in the course of the debate, that, if 
the offending prelate had been a French 
instead of a German Bishop, “ within 
twenty-four hours he would have been 
made acquainted with the disciplinary 
resources of the State.” But it is very 
doubtful whether the French Govern- 
ment has taken anything by its severity, 
and whether Dr. Comspes himself does 
not now wish that he had made haste 
somewhat more slowly. At any rate, the 
accusation that Prussian official author- 
ity has been used with too much moder- 
ation is so startling from its infrequency 
that one is inclined to take the part of 
the officials charged with nonfeasance, 





TYPHOID FEVER. 

The public interest excited by the cable 
announcement that Dr. ALLEN Macrar- 
DEN has produced a typhoid antitoxin 
serum, and that Lord Lister has com- 
mended it to the favorable notice of the 
profession in a paper communicated to 
the Royal Society, is fully warranted by 
the importance of the prophylactic 
sought and the character of the gentle- 
men whose names are identified with it. 
Dr, MACFAYDEN is Director of the Jen- 
ner Institute of Preventive Medicine. He 
is a learned and capable man, safely 
conservative and held in high esteem by 
all who know him or his work. (ord 
LisTEr needs no introduction to the pub- 
lic on either side of the Atlantic. Al- 
thovgh a man of venerable age, he re- 
tains his mental elasticity in a degree 
almost unprecedented, and commands 
alike the confidence and respect of all 
who recognize the value of his great serv- 
ices to mankind in the promotion and es- 
tablishment of antiseptic surgery. Such 
names should command for any an- 
nouncement instant and respectful at- 
tention; the only question is whether 
they have claimed for the Macfayden 
discovery all they are said to have 
claimed in the advance reports which 
have reached this country, possibly fil- 
tered through the unscientific channeis 
of news collection, 

The report is that Dr. MacraYpEN has 
found that by crushing the cells of the 
typhoid bacillus in liquid air, the inter- 
cellular juices are obtained without liv- 
ing organisms, and that these juices are 
highly toxic. Injected into living ani- 
mals, they produce a blood serum which 
is effective as an antidote for and a fe- 
stroyer of the poison generated by ty- 
phoid bacilli. The function of liquid air 
in this operation does not appear to be 
quite understood by experts. In other 
respects the procedure is not so novel as 
to excite a doubt of its practicability. 
There have long been in use presses in 
which certain bacilli mixed with diato- 
macious earth may be subjected to a 
pressure great enough to sterilize them. 
Dr. MACFAYDEN appears to have de- 
veloped a known process along useful 
and practical lines, afid the commenda- 
tion of Lord ListzeR makes it certain 
that he has at least come within sight of 
results which promise great benefit to the 
human race. Probably the separation of 
the living micro-organisms from their 
intercellular toxins is much less com- 
plete than the cable dispatch from Lon- 
don represented. There is reason to be- 
lieve that it is neither attempted aor ef- 
fected, and that the process at no stage 
resembles grinding and bolting. It may, 
we think, be assumed that the near ap- 
proach to absolute zero in liquid air, 
combined with high pressure, destroys 
the germs without destroying the inter- 
cellular toxins, :

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


—So it was to principles that Mr. BRYAN 
referred when he said that “ what was 
right yesterday, last month, last year, ten 
years ago, is right to-day, and will be right 
forever.’' A correspondent makes this dec- 
laration with a brave confidence that would 
not be possible without the possession of 
absolute knowledge of what Mr. BRYAN 
means when he says any particular thing, 
and, as we have ourselves often had the 
greatest of difficulty in understanding the 
Nebraska statesman, we are humbly will- 
ing to admit, on such assurance, that he did 
mean “ principles '’ when he said “ right.’ 
But need we therefore go further and with- 
draw our characterization of his statement 
as a “punky half-truth’"’? The necessity is 
not clear. Again the matter of definition 
enters into the controversy, and, just as 
the rightness of acts depends upon con- 
stantly changing circumstances, so the 
rightness of principles, unless they receive 
a definition that begs the whole question, 
is a matter of human judgment, and that 
is not quite immutable. Principles of action 
that have masqueraded as absolute right 
for unnumbered generations are now the 
objects of destructive criticism, and their 
ultimate fate is a matter of grave uncer- 
tainty, with the chances all against them. 
The principles that underlie modern char- 
ity, for example, are very different from 
those which long made almost any, if not 
all, almsgiving highly virtuous, and does 
not a philosopher who has at least re- 
ceived serious attention from serious peo- 
ple reprehend the practice of what he calls 
‘“‘ slave-virtues ” and most other people ad- 
mire without a thought of qualification? 
It might be interesting to decide exactly 
what a principle, wholly apart from any 
idea of action, might be, and how, if there 
can be no acts absolutely right or wrong 
in themselves, there can be any principles 
absolutely right or wrong in themselves 
and beyond the possibility of revision. 





——There has been sent to us, avowedly 
for publication, and not as a guarantee of 
good faith, but with the assurance that the 
computation has been verified by two math- 
ematical experts, something which the 
sender describes as ‘‘a solution of the di- 
versity of the human race.” It is very sim- 
ple, and reads as follows: 

According to permutation, the forty-two facul- 
ties or genetic instincts of which the human 
mind is composed may combine in 2,810,012,235,- 
505, 759, 797,086, 285, 212,489,023, 129,540, 768,000, 000, - 
000 different ways, which will account for all 
the diversity of the human family in the past, 
at present, and for millions of years in the fu- 
ture. . 

This means, as we understand it, that un- 
til there have been 2,810,012—but there! the 
chances of getting those figures down twice 
in the same order are too small to measure, 
with the typographic art in its present 
stage of development. It means that hu- 
manity will not, or at least need not, begin 
to show duplicates until after the above- 
mentioned number of humans have played 
their little parts. For our own part, we 
would have said that every two humans 
differed in more than forty-two ways, and 
that therefore the figure is much too small; 
but it is big enough, especially for con- 
sideration in a city where so many people 
have to live in flats, and we will not insist 
on making it any larger. Such as it is, it 
interested the computer, may have interest- 
ed the two mathematical experts, and will 
reveal to others the queer subjects to which 
some people devote their abundant leisure. 





—‘ If it can be proved,” says President 
Manon of the American Association of 
Street Railway Employés, “ that the strik- 
ers have participated in any lawlessness, 
they will not be supported by the National 
body.” The strikers to whom he refers 
are those of Waterbury, a city that has 
been for weeks in a state of chronic riot, 
with its ordinary course of life and busi- 
ness so seriously interrupted that there has 
been little exaggeration in the frequent 
description of the situation as a reign of 
terror. That this was produced by the 
strike is no more questioned than doubted 
by anybody. What part the strikers had 
in the production has not been demonstrat- 
ed—in court, and therefore President 
Manon is justified, in’a way, in assuming 
that “the National body” has no lawless- 
ness before it upon which to act, but it 
has the same moral certainty that every 
one else has, and, so far as known, it has 
made no use whatever of that certainty. 
And there is something very irritating in 
President MAHON’s statement that his or- 
ganization would not support resort to vio- 
lence by its members, That is not an ex- 
pression of high virtue; as he seems to 
think, but of what is or ought to be a claim 
to the commonest and cheapest form of de- 


cent citizenship. To say anything else 
would be practically impossible, and much 
more is required from those in whose sup- 
posed interests the lawlessness has been 
committed. The President of ‘‘the Na- 
tional body” might at least theorize a 
little on the probable identity of the mys- 
terious persons who have rendered Water- 
bury almost uninhabitable. Who does he 
think they are, and from what motives 
does he think they have resorted to deilb- 
erate murder once and to assault and in- 
timidation innumerable times? His opin- 


fons on those problems would have much 
value. 





——That American sportsmen are neither 
as careful nor as scrupulous as those of 
Great Britain in the maintenance of their 
status as amateurs has been asserted in- 
numerable times by the Britons them- 
selves, but never, so far as we can re> 
member, did there appear in an American 
paper an advertisement like one which 
Truth of London quotes from a journal pub- 
lished in Devonshire, It is addressed to 
“the parents of boys able to play cricket,” 
and reads: 


Headmaster of High-class Boarding School, 
healthy London suburb, wishing to strengthen 
team for coming season, would take six boys 
of twelve years or upward at nominal (half- 
usval) fees. Preparation for London matric. or 
for business. Situations, City Offices, &c., guar- 
anteed to satisfactory boys. Unimpeachable refs. 


Now, things like this are, or at least have 
been, done in this country, but we have 
always had the grace to do them very 
quietly, not to say secretly. That may not 
change the moral quality of the thing done, 
but it certainly indicates the existence of 
a widespread disapprobation of profession- 
alism in school and college sports. And, 
curiously enough, Truth does not get at all 
excited over this advertisement. It only 
says: “In these days we are nothing if 
not specialized, and we cannot specialize 
too young—especially in the fine art of not 
taking life too seriously, for which boys 
have, as a rule, so little aptitude.”

THE LATIN-AMERICAN NATIONS. 





To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The following statement in your influ- 
ential paper on “ Debt Collecting Wars,” 
has been read with interest: 

It is no longer expedient for civilized nations 
to permit the general peace to be disturbed to 
enforce the claims of a private creditor who, as 
the universal experience of these cases shows 
not only puts out his money with his eyes open, 
but charges for its use an interest rate propor- 
tioned to the risk involved. It is not a method 
of collecting debts which any nation would em- 
ploy against another nation of its own size and 
strength; it is used oniy against small and 
weak nations. That is to say, ‘it is a principle 
not uniform in its application, and ts there- 
fore a violation of the doctrine of international 
law that independent nations stand upon a foot- 
ing of equality. 

The principle as applied to the class of 
debts to which you refer is not open to 
objection. But such debts form only a 
small part of the claims which cause 
friction between Latin-America and other 
countries. Several hundred millions of for- 
eign capital are invested in business enter- 
prises in those countries. Much of it is 
invested in concessions, or franchises, for 
which a price was paid, and only a small 
part is in enterprises based upon govern- 
ment subventions. Civil instability, mak- 
ing it unsafe for citizens of many Latin- 
American countries to own property unless 
they are strong enough to defend it against 
their own predatory government, has made 
all large enterprises dependent on foreign 
capital. Transportation, manufactures, 
banking, insurance, are maintained by for- 
eign investment. 

It happens continually that reckless Gov- 
enments in those States, incapable of fur- 
ther despoiling their Own people, who are 
made poor by being denied protection of 
personal and property rights, fall upon for- 
eigners and despoil them of their property, 
even when its franchise has been paid for. 

It is a principle of international law, 


which the civilized States cannot afford to 
abandon, that when the executive of a 
nation makes an injurious act, against the 
national of another State, his own, it be- 
comes the act of the nation, which must 
respond in damages. The risk of having 
to compel such response by war is greatly 
lessened by the general pecspenace of arbi- 
tration, the promotion of which is the pecu- 
liar glory of the United States. But, what 
is to be done with Latin-American States 
which demand and get arbitration, enter 
into solemn treaties to abide by the award, 
and then break faith by refusing to do so? 

We protect the integrity of their soil and 
sovereignty by the Monroe _ doctrine, 
which we cannot surrender any more than 
we can cast off our Constitution. But can 
we afford to transform it into a refuge 
for countries which repudiate all their in- 
ternational obligations ? Going to the text 
of your quoted statement, and transfer- 
ring the principle you lay down. to this 
class of cases and these causes of interna- 
tional friction, is it not true that the rea- 
son why enforcement of international ob- 
ligations is not uniform, and apears to be 
against these weak nations only, is because 
they repudiate those obligations which self- 
respect compels the strong nations to keep 
inviolate ? Are they weak nations after 
all? Is there any other group of States 
absolutely secure in the integrity of their 
soil.and sovereignty, under such a guar- 
antee as the Monroe doctrine and such an 
impregnable hegemony as that of the 
United States ? 

Their revolutions, their contempt for per- 
sonal and property rights, and the license 
they feel in defying international comity, 

ortend trouble for us, as it is easy to 
oresee that the rest of the world will fi- 
nally combine to test the Monroe @octrine 
when its abuse by Latin-America has be- 
come unbearable. 

Our future peace depends, not upon de- 
nying the right to compel by force the ob- 
servance of international obligations by 
those States, but upon compelling them to 
respect the rights of our own nationals who 
are now habitually treated with indignity 
by them, and in leading them to have a 
more scrupulous sense of their international 
obligations.

the Frontier Alone and to Main- 
tain It Forcibly.

LONDON, March 17.—The Constanti- 
nople correspondent of The Times says 
that the resolute tone of the British 
Ambassador, Sir Nicholas O’Conor, in 
regard to the Aden hinterland causes 
much uneasiness at the Yildiz Palace, as 
the Sultan is particularly desirous that 
the borders of Yemen should not be 
definitely traced. 

The hinterland, says the correspond- 
ent, consists of nine independent can- 
tons under British protection, which the 
Sultan has always hoped to annex. Not- 
withstanding the reiterated Turkish 
promises to lay down the boundary be- 
tween these cantons and Yemen, the 
work has not yet been touched, and it 
is believed that the palace has sent 
secret orders to procrastinate as long 
as possible. 

Great Britain has now 3,000 troops on 
the border. Ambassador O’Conor de- 
clares that unless the Turks promptly 
fulfill their promises England will set- 
tle the boundary alone, and maintain it 
forcibly. 


EXPECTS NO GOOD FROM 
THE CZAR’S MANIFESTO. 


M. Jaures Says It Will Be Fruitless 
Unless It Is Followed by Really 
Liberal Measures.

LONDON, March 17.—M. Jaurés, Vice 
President of the French Chamber of 
Deputies and the most prominent Social- 
ist in France, publishes a signed article 
in his paper, The Petite République, on 
the Czar’s manifesto. The article is 
quoted by The Times’s Paris correspond- 
ent. 

The manifesto, says M. Jaurés, will 
only aggravate the unfavorable condi- 
tion of Russian life if it is unaccom- 
panied by really liberal measures assur- 
ing to all individuais release from the 
traditional grouping and a whole system 
of rights and guarantees. 

M. Jaurés says that the Czar is evi- 
dently beginning to understand that it 
is not sufficient to excommunicate Tol- 
stoi, exile students, and flog working- 
men. He sees that the whole policy of 
repression is in vain. His new, timid 
venture will be fruitless because he will 
not Venture openly to associate the Rus- 
sian people with the necessary work of 
regeneration. 

How is it, asks M. Jaurés, that the 
Czar fails to see that in proportion ds 
Russian society develops it is impossible 
to administer it without its own co-oper- 
ation? Probably, he adds the provincial 
assemblies will declare that without po- 
litical emancipation reforms will be in 
vain, If the Czar resists he will ac- 
centuate the conflict between Czarism 
and the people. If he yields, he will.be 
obliged to convoke a States General, 
which would open a new era in Russia.

Report on Southwest Africa Says They 
Need Not Be Feared.

LONDON, March 17.—The Government 
report on German Southwest Africa is 
quoted by the Berlin correspondent of 
The Times. 

The report says that the German set- 
tler need not fear the Boer immigrant. 
Though the Boer will have the advantage 
in starting, he will be left behind eventu- 
ally by the more progressive German. 

The report notes regretfully that many 
Germans think they will improve their 
position by marrying Boer girls. It says 
that, though the dowry of cattle and the 
Boer girl's skill in housekeeping are ad- 
vantageous, a mixed marriage is likely 
to impair the man’s desire for self-im- 
provement in the long run. 

The total white population of German 
Southwest Africa is 4,635. It includes 
1,518 Boers.

Donizetti’s Comedy and “ Cavalle- 
ria Rusticana” at the Opera.

Mme. Sembrich has brought Donizetti 
back to life again, and has given a kind of 
pleasure to operagoers of the present day 
that seemed in a fair way to become quite 
obsolete. That Donizetti's comic operas 
still have the spark of life in them has 
been shown by the revivals in the last two 
or three years of his “ Fille du Régiment”’ 
and “Don Pasquale,” which had long van- 
ished from the repertory of the Metropoli- 
tan Opera House. The search for operas 
to exploit her remarkable genius has led 
back into almost forgotten paths, ‘‘ Don 
Pasquale,” which was given last evening 
for the first time this season, was heard 
here two years ago for the first time in a 
couple of decades, and was repeated last 
year. It is a brilliant trifle, that has been 
a stalking horse of some of the great color- 
ature singers of the past, such as Grisi, di 
Murska, and Patti—Patti, who, so far as 
concerns such things upon the operatic 
stage, may be considered as of the past. 
Its music is certainly of a style that sounds 
antiquated to modern ears, but it is full 
of gayety and lilting movement, and re- 
tains still much of its freshness and charm, 
while the serious operas of Donizetti have 
faded into dullness and hopeless oblivion. 

Given in the right spirit and by singers 
who know the style and command the vocal 
resources that it requires, it is a delight. 
It is one of the misfortunes of the con- 
ditions under which opera flourishes in 
New York, and from which it seems im- 
possible to get away, that such works 
as this, and a good many others of the 
present repertory, must be given in a house 
of such vast proportions as the Met- 
ropolitan. Much of the intricate charm 
and of the most delicate effects of vo- 
calism vanishes in its great spaces, but 
there are some things that must be taken 
as they come, and for which there must 
be gratitude that they are at all. ‘* Don 
Pasquale’’ and Mme, Sembrich’s Norina 
are of these. The part must be classed 
with her most successful impersonations 
in the field of comedy, which is pecullarly 
her own, and in which she shines with the 
greatest lustre. She was in her highest 
spirits last evening, and she filled the 
part with an inexhaustible variety of ex- 
pression; of demure coquetry, of archness, 
of mischievous gayety. Her singing was 
an exemplification of the most brilliant 
vocal skill, and the limpidity and its 
crystalline purity were never more beau- 
tiful or never more perfectly co-ordinated 
with the expression of the mood and of 
the action. It was an exhilarating per- 


formance; its spirit was contagious, and 
was, potent upon both sides /of the foot- 
ig Ss. 

Her companions in the cast included 
Messrs. Scotti, Gilibert, Dani, and Vanni. 
Mr. Scotti’s Malatesta is an admirable per- 
formance, full of humor and grace. His 
style is not wholly adapted to the music, 
but he was much more successful in it than 
in some of the other works of the older 
manner that he has attempted recently. 
Mr. Gilibert has in Don Pasquale one of 
the comic old men to represent that he does 
with such skill and dexterity. He is not 
quite so convincing or so unctuous in this 
as he is as Dr. Bartolo, for instance; but it 
is an excellent piece of character acting 
and sung with great gusto. There was sin- 
cere effort in Mr. Dani’s acting of Ernesto; 
but as the opera is given at the Metropoli- 
tan it is an unimportant part, and gains 
little significance from his impersonation. 
Neither in voice nor in action does it reach 
the stature of the others in the cast. 

The opera was considerably curtailed last 
evening. All of Ernesto’s part in the first 
act was cut out, as well as his long senti- 
mental air at the beginning of the second, 
with the short instrumental prelude; and 
under the circumstances this could not be 
felt as any serious deprivation. Mme. 
Sembrich, at the close, interpolated, as she 
has in her previous performances, the air 
‘Luce di quest, anima,’’ from “Linda ai 
Chamounix.”’ 

The evening’s entertainment was a 
*‘double bill,’ and a forcible contrast was 
afforded by the second portion of it, which 
was ‘Cavalleria Rusticana,”’ also given 
for the first time this year. Mascagni’s 
hot-blooded little tragedy was significant 
of the long road the Italian opera has trav- 
eled since Donizetti lived and labored. The 
cast was one that has been made familiar 
in recent years with Mme. Gadski as San- 
tuzza, Mme. Homer as Lola, Miss Bauer- 
meister as Lucia, Mr. De Marchi as Twiddu, 
and Mr. Campanari as Alfio. Mme. Gad- 
ski's versatility and industry have had re- 
markable exemplification this year, and 
this performance of hers, that takes her so 
far from the general lines of her work, puts 
a climax to it in the last week of the sea- 
son. It is not one of the most distin- 

ulshed representations of the part, but it 
s admirable in its comprehensive intelli- 
gence and in the truly dramatic strength 
that she infuses into both her action and 
her singing. 


AGAINST TICKET SPECULATORS. 


Justice Truax Dismisses Action for Per- 
manent Injunction Against Mr. Hay- 
man—To Court of Appeals. 


Ticket speculators received another set- 
back yesterday in their litigation to enjoin 
the theatrical managers from interfering 
with the business of licensed speculators. 
Justice Truax, sitting in the Supreme 


Court, dismissed the action brought by 
William H. Collister against Al Hayman. 
This was an application for a permanent 
injunction restraining Mr. Hayman and his 
associates in the management of the 
Knickerbocker Theatre from interfering 
with the business of licensed speculators 
“acting in a gentlemanly and orderly man- 
ner in front of the theatre.’”’ Justice Truax 
based his dismissal on the decision of the 
Appellate Division on the temporary in- 
junction case brought by Collister. The 
case at once will be taken to the Appellate 
Division on appeal and that body will cer- 
tify it to the Court of Appeals without ar- 
gument, so that the argument may be heard 
by the Court of Appeals and final adjuai- 
cation obtained to define exactly the rights 
of the theatrical managers and of the spec- 
ulators in this matter.

i, at the opening yesterday the market 
meeded assistance under the depressing 
influences familiar to all. No help was 
given by London’s early prices, but rather 
the contrary. Trading, however, was 


quiet and sagging, rather than weak, 
and in a short time some irregular im- 
provement followed. But selling pres- 
sure reappeared, witheut any organized 
or investment support, and pricés again 


fell away, upon uninteresting dealings 


corresponding to indifferent news, At 
the close there was some illusory 
strength, which sufficed to carry only 
one active stock as much as a point 
higher, while fourteen representative 
properties fell a point, with other falls 


of good fractions. Amalgamated and St. 
Paul were the most active, and each fell 
one, or about the average. Consolidated 
Gas lost two upon continued selling by 
those who dislike the outlook regarding 
relations with the city. 

The day’s chief factors were the various 
elements of the money market’s condi- 
tion and prospects, and of these the bank 
statement remained chief. With thirty 
banks defic‘ent in reserve, and with the 
banks as a whole loaning -in excess of 
their deposiis, the situation lacks stabil- 
ity, and the improvement is not likely 
té be a matter of days. Loans in excess 
of deposits are not an entire novelty, 
but are incident to trying times. The 
banks were in this condition, for ex- 
ample, last October and December. And 
now they are in this condition in centres 
which have been making demands upon 
New York for assistance, Boston, for in- 
stance. When banks are loaning in ex- 
cess of their deposits they are of course 
loaning their own funds and not their 
depositors’, but the distinction is without 
a difference so far as the monetary 
situation is concerned. The restoration 
of the surplus is still the essence of the 
requirements, and upon the prospects of 
this the day threw favorable light. In- 

+ terior points whose exchanges have been 
at a discount reported a premium upon 
New York funds, showing a wish to re- 
mit to this centre. Chicago, which has 
been most insatiable in its demands for 
currency, reported that the demand was 
slackening. there. The Bank of England 
reported a purchase of £420,000 gold. It 
would have been mor®é satisfactory both 
to London and New York if the gold had 
zeSponded to the current of trade or the 
Bank rate, rather than to a quasi premi- 
um in the price. But the essential point 
is that London is at last getting gold 
somehow, and thus lessening its need 
to stand on guard against our require- 
ments, or to draw from us. Even the 
transit of gold through here for Cuba 
yesterday is significant, for it was sent 
from across the ocean, and not ordered 
sent from here upon a triangular opera- 
tion, as was England’s recent payment 
to Argentina via New York. ‘“ Abroad” 
is losing its control of our gold in the 
most natural manner in the world, Our 
excess of exports for February ($42,922,- 
914) was among the best of recent 
months, or for February in preceding 
years, and foreigners must pay for what 
they buy, however wrong or uncompli- 
mentary that opinion of our finances 
which warrants their making us bid high 
Yor accommodation. The Sub-Treasury 
was again debtor at the Clearing House 
yesterday morning, but there are expec- 
tations of free disbursements of dividend 
money, preparation for which partially 
caused the present scarcity of free funds. 
Altogether it is not singular that there 
Was somewhat less inquiry for time 
money, borrowers preferring to pay even 
yesterday's advanced rates for the short 
period before the customary reflux of 
interior funds relaxes bidders’ require- 
ments.

FEATURES OF THE MARKET. 


The stock market yesterday was weak 
from beginning to end, with scarcely a 
stock on the list failing to show a decline 
vat the close of the day. The significant 
and, to some people, disquieting feature 
of the matter was that this weakness 


seemed to come not so much from profes- 
sional Selling as from the steady dribbling 
of long stock on the market, the sales being 


.by tired and d sted holders, 
who for some time have deferred selling

aggressive in only a few cases. Indeed,

the floor declared to be ridiculous ease, 


It was generally commented upon that 


the reaction came despite the fact that 
during the day there were no influencing 


news developments—were, in fact, no de- 
velopments of any kind except the tem- 


reaching and related, not 4o the money 


situation, (which promises shortly to be 
righted,) but to the unrest and discontent 


of labor, as evidenced by the New Haven, 
Alton, Wabash, Waterbury, and other like 


disputes, It was contended in not a few 


well-informed quarters of the Street that 
this labor situation is the market's real 
béte noir, and that, were it out of the way, 
the road would be much clearer for a gen- 


eral upward movement in the prices of se- 


curities, But, the argument is, if trades 
unionism is to do for this country what it 
has done for England, then, even at these 
low levels stocks are not cheap. 


Of course the Southern Pacific-Union 
Pacific fight continued to come in for a 
goodly share of attention, more especially 
as Union Pacific was distinctly weak all 


day, selling down over two points to 89%— 


the lowest price recorded on the present 


movement—though later recovering over a 
point. Southern Pacific also was weak in 
the early dealings, but later recovered and 


closed for a net gain. The manner in 
which it advanced in the final half hour 


strikingly suggested what might happen to 


the shorts in the issue did the pool man- 


agement desire to press the campaign in 
that direction. More may, perhaps, be 
heard of this possibility later on. Concern- 
ing Union Pacific, it need only be said that 
in this issue more than any other was there 
direct evidence by substantial bear press- 


ure. A broker who is usually accounted 
the personal broker of E. H. Harriman was 
a large buyer on the decline, /with.the talk 
of a *“* squeeze’ between now andthe an- 
nusl meeting day. Shorts, however, do not 
seem to be at all alarmed by this talk, de- 
claring that if the temporary injunction 
restraining Union Pacific from voting

the former issue will have no bottom, tem- 
porarily. 


Despite the general downward tendency, 


one or two pools had the temerity to seek 


to advance their special stocks. The most 
conspicuous instance was in American 
Smelters, where an inside pool has been 
working for some time, with but indiffer- 


ent success. Yesterday the stock was ad- 
vanced over a point, but no public buying 


was induced. The latest bull argument 


advanced was that the increase in the price 
of lead is helping the company tremendous- 


ly. Inasmuch as when lead prices went 


down the company declared that its prof- 


its in no wise depended on the fluctuations 
in the price of the metal, it is hard to con- 
vince people in the Street now—that is, 
those with good memories—that the ad- 
vance in the metal price is a bull argument, 





A not assuring development of the day 


was the pronounced weakness in New York 
Central, which sold off nearly three points, 
to the lowest level on the present decline, 
and the heaviness of Pennsylvania, which 
also dropped to a new low level on thi 
movement, closing at the bottom. Central 


is now down nearly 40 points from its high, 
and its persistent decline has gone far 


to convince many people that insiders were 
liquidating some months ago when stock 


was delivered in the Street bearing the 


names of interests close to these insiders, 
and that since then they have not attempt- 
ed to support the stock. As usual the un- 


informed in the financial district declared 
that the New York Central Company was 
selling Treasury stock in advance of its 
issue, but this is absurd and without found- 
ation. Under the terms of this new stock 
issue the stockholders must first be given 
an opportunity to subscribe to it before 
there can be any selling by the company. 
That is so clear that any talk to the con- 
trary is just so much nonsense. The real 
reason for the lling seems to be a grow- 
ing recognition@f the fact that with money 
as dear as it is, Central is too high as a 
5 per cent. stock. Undoubtedly, too, there 
was some selling in the fear that, should 
a strike be ordered on New Haven, (which 
fell three points on 300 shares,) it might 
extend to Central, and even Pennsylvania. 


Apropos of Pennsylvania, there is more 


or less discussion in the Street as to how 
the new stock is to be allotted. According 
to Wall Street information, this allotment 


will be announced toward the end of the 
month, but that the terms are not yet 
settled. The probability, it is said, is that 
the amount issued will be between $80,000, - 


000 and $100,000,000, with the price at be- 


tween 120 and 125. The same authority has 
it that the installment payments will be 
arranged so as to involve no hardships to 
stockholders. 


The pool in Amalgamated Copper con- 
tinues to liquidate, and even the most 
bullish section of the pool—the Western- 
ers—are beginning to think the movement 
has gone far enough. It is now generally 
recognized that while the advance in the 
metal price to as high as 13%, or possibly 
14, cents a pound was legitimate, the fur- 
ther rise to 15 cents was wholly artificial. 

The local gas stocks continued their 
downward movement, begun some time 
ago on selling presumably on advance in- 
formation of the steps to be taken by the 
ci-y looking to the establishmént of a mu- 
nicipal lighting plant. Consolidated Gas 
feil at one time yesterday 4 points, closing 
for a net loss of 2 on dealings involving 
10,000 shares, while Brooklyn Union Gas 
dropped 4 points on 500 shares, and closed 
at the lowest. It is understood that most 
of last week's selling of the Consolidated 
issue was of long stock, and that the bor- 
rowing of the stock was intended to conceal 
this selling and create the impression that 
the sales were for the short account. 


The ‘‘ young Canadian pool’’—made up 
of the sons of rich Canadians—who were 
so badly hit in the break in Dominion Iron 
and Steel, were letting go of their Canadian 
Pacific stock yesteraay as a protective 
measure. Hence the extreme weakness of 
that issue. 


London was nominally a seller in this 
market to the extent of 30,000 shares, prin- 


cipally of the Pacific stocks. Actually the 
greater part of the selling came from this 
side on orders originally cabled from here, 





The buying of St. Paul around 168 and of 
Louisville and Nashville around 120 was 
reported to represent accumulation for the 


long account, The eleven-point drop in 
Nickel Plate first preferred was on the 
transfer of 300 shares, and was said to be 
without significance. 


If some of the usually well-informed peo¢ 
ple hear aright, the market decline has not 


been altogether without profit to the so- 
called Standard Oil element. 


Steel Trust preferred stock sold ex rights 
during the day, the rights being quoted at 
14. The stock sold off 1%, despite the semi- 
official statement that the company has 


unfilled orders on its books of upward of 
6,000,000 tons of steel, and that the Feb- 
ruary earnings were more than $1,000,000 
greater than in the corresponding month a 
year ago. 





A feature of the bond market was the 


sale of $3,000 National Starch 5s at 69%.

Bulls on the market attached more than 
passing importance to the break in corn 
prices, and the sympathetic decline in 
wheat. Export business and the money sit- 
uation, declare these bulls, ought to be 
materially helped as a result. 








THE RISE IN CALL MONEY. 
The only important development in the 
money situation was the sharp advance in 
call money to as high as 7 per cent., with 
most of the day's loans at 6% per cent. The 


advance was ascribed to the shifting of 
acceunts incident to the yment of the 
Standard Oil dividend of ,000,000 and the 
Consolidated Gas dividend of $1,500,000. 
During the day $500,000 in gold was re-

CORN BREAKS AT CHICAGO. 


Enormous Liquidation Demonstrates 
That the Bull Campaign Has 
Been Abandoned. 


CHICAGO, March 16.—Enormous liquida- 
tion of May corn resulted in a break of 20 
in that commodity to-day, With poor sup- 
port, the market closed near the bottom.

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EIGHT NEW TROLLEY 
ROUTES IN THE BRONX 


Franchise Granted for the Use of 
Thirty-six Miles of Streets. 








Use of Four Bridges Permitted—Only 
Four Votes in Opposition at Meet- 
ing of the Aldermen. 





Franchise rights were granted by the 
Board of Aldermen at the meeting yester- 
flay to the New York City Interborough Rail- 
way Company to operate a trolley system 
on thirty-six miles of streets in the Borough 
of the Bronx. The franchise was put 
through the last detail provided in the 
charter, and the Tammany and Fusion 
members joined votes for the grant. Four 
mcmbers of the board voted against the 
franchise because they wanted certain 
changes made in the route. 

Many members of the board said they 
were in favor of the grant because it would 
insure competition with the Union Railway 
Company, which has now a monopoly of the 
surface traffic in the Bronx. The fran- 
thise is in many particulars different from 
any which the city has granted since the 
formation of Greater New York. Mayor 
Low and Controller Grout declare that 
they have made better terms than have 
ever been made by the city with a railroad 
corporation 

The city will obtain for the franchise a 
sum net less than $15,000 a year for the 
first five years, or 3 per cent. of the gross 
receipts of the company. During the re- 
maining twenty years of the franchise the 
‘city will receive 5 per cent. of the gross 
earnings, and the annual payment must be 
$30,000. 

Another sum is to be obtained for 
the use of the following bridges: Cen- 
tral, or Macomb’s Dam, Bridge; Washing- 
ton Bridge, Bronx Bridge, from First 
Avenue, Manhattan, to Willis Avenue, the 
bronx, and Lenox Avenue Bridge. For 


the use of each bridge the city will receive 
$4,000 during the first term of five years, 


$4,500 during the second term of five years, 
$5,000 during the third term, $5,500 during 
the fourth term, and $6,000 during the last 
five-year term of the lease. 

The city can renew the franchise for a 
term of twenty-five years, but the com- 


pany must pay a higher price. Upon the 


termination of the franchise the city has 
the right to acquire the plant and pxoperty 
necessary for traction purposes, including 
all equipment, at a fair valuation, ex- 
cluding any value derived from the fran- 
chise. 

There was a contest at the meeting oyer 
the adoption of the majority report of the 
Railroad Committee. Aldermen Longfel- 
low, Klett, and Peck declared that the 
property owners did not want the railroad 
on Aqueduct Avenue. Alderman Peck said 
also that it would be illegal to give the In- 
terbcrough Railway Company the right to 
cross Maccomb’s Dam Bridge om the tracks 
of another company. Other Aldermen de- 
clared that the grant to the Union Rail- 
road Company was on the express condi- 
tion that the tracks could be used by other 
companies if the city granted the franchise 


rights. : 

Alderman Diemer favored granting the 
franchise, and said that the only objection 
to it was made by the J. P. Morgan and the 
Ogden estates. Tax Commissioner Wells 
and hundreds of other property owners, he 
said, were auxious that the franchise should 
be granted, so that there would be com- 
petition against the Union Railroad Com- 
pany. 

The opponents of the franchise intro- 
duced many amendments, which were voted 
down, after many rollcalls. Sixty-two 
members voted for the franchise. The 
negative vctes were cast by Aldermen How- 
land, Jemes, Long, and Peck. 

The New York City Interborough Rail- 
way Compeny should not be mistaken for 
the Interborough Railway Company or the 
Interurban. It isa new corporation, formed 
for the purpose of obtaining franchise 
rignts in the Bronx. Everett P. Wheeler, 
who appeared for the corporation at all of 
the public hearings, said that the people 
interested financially were able to carry 
out their part of the contract with the city. 
By the franchise granted yesterday the 
company obtains eight routes in the Bronx. 
Following are the descriptions: 


First—Commencing at One Hundred and Fifty- 
ninth Street between Bradhurst and Eighth Ave- 
nues, running along the viaduct and over Ma- 
comb’s Dam Bridge, along Jerome Avenue to 
Ogden Avenue, to East One Hundred and Sixty- 
first Street, to Summit Avenue, to East One 
Hundred and Sixty-sixth Street. to Lind Avenue, 
to Aqueduct Avenue, to King’s Bridge Road, along 
King’s Bridge Road to Reservoir Avenue, to Sedg- 
wick Avenue, Perot Street to Bostdn Avenue, 
to Independence Street or Heath Avenue, to 
Bailey Avenue, to East Two Hundred and Thirty- 
eighth Street, to Corlears Street, to West Two 
Hundred and Forty-sixth Street, to Barney 
Street, to Newton Avenue, to West Two Hundred 
and Fifty-third Street. northerly to Riverdale 
Avenue, and westerly along West Two Hundred 
and Fifty-fourth Street to the Hudson River. 

Second—Commencing at the Rapid Transit 
Station at the intersection of West One Hun- 
dred and Eighty-first Street with Broadway, 
(formerly Boulevard,) in the Borough of Man- 
hattan, running over Washington Bridge to 
Aqueduct Avenue, the Bronx; thence along Aque- 
duct Avenue to Tremont Avenue, thence along 
Tremont Avenue to the Transverse Road under 
the Grand Boulevard and Concourse connecting 
said Tremont Avenue, thence to Tremont Ave- 
nue, thence to Ryer Avenue, to East One Hun- 
dred and Ejightieth Street, to Webster Avenue, 
to East One Hufdred and Eightieth Street, to 
routhern Boulevard, to East One Hundred and 
Eighty-second Street.

FOUR CLAIM A $1,000 BILL.

Three persons have now appeared at the 
company’s offices who say they own the 
one-thousand-dollar gold certificate. They 
are C, E. Wellborn of Weston, N. Y., and 


F. Randinsky and Harry Waters, both of 
this city. There is another claimant, a 
man now in the West. If what is said of 
him and his behavior turns out true, he 
may prove to be the strongest claimant of 
the four. e 
Small, the porter, saw this man. He 
says of him that while he (Small) was still 


in the throes of the peculiar sensation 
caused by the finding of a bill of such 
magnitude, this man rushed up to the 


ferryboat office on the Jersey side and sald 
abruptly: 

“T’'ve lost a thousand-dollar bill! ”’ 

At that time the ferryboat of-ice nad not 
yet been notified of the finding of the 
money, and the inquirer got the answer 
that the bill hau not been found. Accord- 
ing to instructions, Small feit that he gad 
no right to interfere. The man explained 
that he was going to the West. 

The bill is now in the possession of 
George IF’. Brownell, the general counsel for 
the road, whose office is at 21 Cortlandt 
Street. It was said there vesterday that 
up to date no evidence strong enough had 
yet been presented by any claimant. 


METROPOLITAN ROAD CASES. 


Mr. Philbin Has Turned Over to Mr. Je- 
rome Some of the Papers in 
His Investigation.

engaged by Mr. Jerome to conduct the in- 
vestigation oc the company’s books. The 
bocks themselves were not given up to the 
public prosecutor yesterday, but the offi- 
cials have promised them for some day 
this weck. The investigation will be be- 
gun by Mr. Teele within the next few days. 

De Lancey Nicoll of counsel for the 
Metropolitan Company was asked what 
defeuse President H. H. Vreeland would 
put forward ir reply to Mr. Amory’s charge 
of criminal libel.

LOSES AGED WOMAN’S ESTATE. 


Appellate Division Decides Undue Influ- 
ence Was Used on Martha Tisdale. 


Justice Nash, in giving the opinion of 
the Fourth Appellate Division affirming 
a judgment for the plaintiff in an action for 
the conversion of money brought by La- 
mont M. Babcock, as administrator of 
Martha Tisdale, against Samuel J. Clark, 
said: 

“The circumstances under which this 
feeble woman, seventy-nine years of age, 
on the verge of dissolution from old age 
and within three days of her death, trans- 
ferred her property to the defendant are 
most extraordinary. First, the deed by 
which the decedent conveyed to the de- 
fendant without consideration her house 
and lot, of the value of $1,500; second, the 
transfer by check of the entire amount, 
exactly conmrputed. of her two deposits in 
the savings banks, $2,333.27 in all, as a con- 
sideration for her support and maintenance 
the remairder of her natural life, which, it 
was apparent to Clark, was a matter of 
but a few days. The employment of a con- 
tract for her support as the means of fur- 
nishing a consideration for the transfer of 
the bank deposits has the appearance of a 
subterfuge, a pretense, resorted to for the 
purpose of the transfer rather than an 
actual compensation or benefit to the dece- 
dent.”’ 


MAN MURDERED, WIFE HELD. 


Schlagouski Was Found Dead in His 
Saloon and the Woman and an 
Employe Are Accused. 


John Schlagouski, forty-five years old, a 
saloon keeper and the proprietor of Dewey 
Hall, at 76 North Sixth Street, Williams- 
burg, was found murdered in his saloon 
early vesterday morning. The right side of 
his head had been crushed in with a beer 
mallet. The police arrested Schlagouski’s 
wife, forty years old, and Tony Forski, 
thirty-three years old, of 66 North Sixth 
Street. Forski was charged with the mur- 
der ard Mrs. Schlagouski was held as an 
accessory. 

The screams of Mrs. Schlagouski shortly 
after 3 o'clock brought Policeman Hart of 
the Bedford Avenue Station to the house. 
He found Schlagouski dead on the floor in 
frort of the lunch counter, Capt. Dooley 
questioned the woman, and found that she 
told different stories. She first said that 
she wondered why her husband had not 
closed up and come to his room, as it was 3 
o’clock. She went down stairs to learn the 
reason and :ound him dead. Another story 
was that her husband had called her just 
before 3 o'c!ock, and when she went down 
stairs she found him quarreling with four 


young men who had refused to pay for 
drinks. She said she went out to get a 
policeman, and on her return found her 
husband dead and the men gone. 

Later Forski, who, Mrs. Schlagouski said 
had gone to his home early to go to bed, 
was foune in his room fully dressed. The 
police searched Forski’s room and found 
the murdc:ed man’s gold watch and chain 
in the pocket of an old coat, while in the 
yard was found a pair of blood-stained 
shoes, which were identified as Forski'’s. 
The pair he wore when arrested had been 
borrowed from his landlord. 

The Captain learned that Mrs. Schlagou- 
ski and Fecrski had been on very friendly 
terms and that in the early part of last 
week pvoth had been together in Jamaica, 
I.. I. Mrs Schlagouski has four children, 
ranging from eighteen to ten years old.

Defeated in Court, a Father Tried to 
Take His Daughter—Struck 
by His Wife. 


After applying in vain to Justice Mad- 
dox, in the Supreme Court, Brooklyn, for 
the custody of hts seven-year-old daughter, 
Edwin Paddon, an electrician, caused a 
rumpus in the corridor of the Court House 
yesterday by attempting to forcibly take 
the little girl away from his father-in-law, 
Michael Corcoran, of 202 Adelphi Street, 
Brooklyn. 

Mr. Paddon, who comes from Augusta, 
Ga., alleged that his wife and child were 
being deprived of their liberty by Mrs. 
Paddon’s father. That the woman denied 
when called before Justice Maddox, and 
the Justice denied her husband's applica- 
tion. 

The girl was protected by her grandfather 
in the corridor.

WANT $120,000,000 OF 
BONDS DECLARED YOU 


Central Pacific Railroad Minority 
Interests Sue. | 








Would Compe] Utah Company to Re- 
transfer Rights, Properties, and 
Franchises to the Old Cali- 
fornia Corporation. 





The United States Circuit Court was 
asked yesterday by two of the minority 
stockholders of the Central Pacific Rail- 
road Company, a California corporation, to 
declare as null and void as well as fraudu- 
lent $120,000,000 of bonds issued by the 
Southern Pacific Company and the Cen- 
tral Pacific Railway Company, the latter 
a corporation organized under the laws of 
Utah. The court is asked also to place 
the same stamp upon $20,000,000 of pre- 
ferred stock of the Central Pacific Rail- 
way Company, secured by liens upon the 
Central Pacific Railroad Company’s prop- 
erties. It is also asked that the Utah cor- 
poration be compelled to retransfer to the 


California corporation its rights, proper- 
ties, and franchises, 


The action was brought by Walter Mors- 
head and G. Emily Reynolds, as plaintiffs. 
The former avers in the complaint filed 
yesterday that he has been the owner of 
100 shares of the Central Pacific Railroad 
Company since 1894, and Miss Reynolds 
that she acquired ten shares in 1900, The 
defendants are the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany, a Kentucky organization; the Cen- 
tral Pacific Railway Company, organized 
under the laws of Utah; the Central Trust 
Company, as trustee of the first refund- 
ing bonds of the Centra] Pacific Railway 
Company; the United States Trust Com- 
pany, as trustee of the 3% per cent. bonds 
of the Central Pacific Railway Company; 
the Union Trust Company, as trustee of the 
Southern Pacific 4s; Central Pacific stock 
collateral bonds, George, Joseph, and Ed-

In 1899, ‘he complaint charges, the indi- 
vidual defendants named, “ desirous of ac- 
quiring the properties of the Central Pa- 
cific Railroad Company to gain large sums 
through the vending of increased mortgage 
bonds, secured by liens upon the proper- 
ties of the said Central Pacific Railroad 
Company in excess of its capital stock,” 
organized under the laws of Utah the Cen- 
tral Pacific Railway Company, That the 
Central Pacific Railroad Company was in- 
duced to transfer all of its roperties, 
rights, and franchises to the Bian cor- 
poration. 

The latter, the complaint charges, pos- 
sessed no property, was entirely without 
financial responsibility, and that the trans- 
fer was made without consideration; that 
the transfer was effected to enable the 
Central Pacific Railway Company to 
create loans upon the properties of the 
Central Pacific Railroad Company in ex- 
cess of its authorized capital stock, and 
contrary, not only to the Constitution of 
California, but of the Constitution of the 
United States as well, as the transaction 
was void, fraudulent, and illegal, and took 
away the constitutional rights of the 
plaintiffs, rendering valueless their stock. 

It is then charged that the individual de- 
fendants, having acquired possession of the 
California properties, at once issued $120,- 
000,000 of mortgage bonds upon it. $53, 
000,000 in excess of its capitalization of 
about $67,000,000, “This attempt,” the 
complaint reads, ‘“‘to utilize the transfer 
to a ae corporation is against the 
organic and statutory laws of’the State 
of California,”’ 

The complaint further charges the indi- 
vidual defendants, ‘for the purpose of 
gaining alleged commissions,” with issuing 
$100,000,000 of first refunding mortgage 
bonds, secured upon the properties of the 
Central Pacific Railroad Company, and in 
addition $20,000,000 of mortgage bonds, as 
a second lien upon the same properties. 

For a further cause of action, the plaint- 
iffs alleged that in violation of the au- 
thorized capital stock of the Central Pa- 
cific Railroad Company, the individual de- 
fendants caused to be issued by the Cen- 
tral Pacific Railway Company $20,000,000 
preferred stock of the latter corporation, 
which purported to entitle the holders to 
participate in the profits and earnings of 
the Central Pacific Railroad Company, in 
preference to its legally authorized share- 
holders. It is then charged that the de- 
fendants and the Central Pacific Railway 
Company used this issue of preferred 
stock to secure the issue of Southern Pa- 
cific 4s, Central Pacific stock collateral 
bonds. It is alleged that all of the 8% per 
cent. first mortgage bonds issued in ex- 
cess of $63,275,500 was not only illegal, but 
unconstitutional. 

The various trust companies named as 
defendants in the suit are included simply 
as trustees of the various bond issues 
named, 

The action was originally commenced in 
the New York Supreme Court, but was 
removed at the instance of the defense to 
the United States Circuit Court because 
the defendant corporation was a foreign 
one, and in addition, because a constitu- 
tional question in equity was involved. 





Second Application for the Prisoner, 
Who Was Convicted in a 
“ Badger” Case. 


Recorder Goff reserved decision yesterday 
on a motion to renew a motion for a new 
trial in the case of W. A. E. Moore, who 
was sent to Sing Sing Prison for nineteen 
years by the Recorder in 1898, after having 
been convicted of robbery in the first de- 
gree. . 

The motion was made by Cantwell & 
Moore on the ground of newly discovered 
evidence. Mr. Cantwell submitted several 


affidavits, which he said controverted tes- 
timony given by Martin Mahon, proprietor 
of the New Amsterdam Hotel, who was the 
complainant against Moore, claiming that 
he had been “ badgered’’ out of money, 
checks, and valuables in the Hotel Grenoble 
in November, 1898, Mr. Mahon is dead, 
Fayne Moore, wife of the convicted man, 
who was tried with him and acquitted, and 
is an actress now, was one of the affiants 
on the motion. 

Assistant District Attorney Gray said 
that the statute of limitations prevented 
the court from taking any cognizance of the 
motion, as motion for a new trial must be 
made within a year after conviction, 


RULING ON TEACHERS’ LISTS. 


Appellate Division Decides the Board of 
Education May Appoint from List 
for Men or Women at Will. 
The Second Appellate Division, in the 
case of Charles Schlivinski against William 
H. Maxwell, City Superintendent of 
Schools, has given a decision construing 
Section 1,089 of the revised city charter. 





The court holds that under this section the } 


duty of entering upon lists the names of 
licensed teachers devolves upon the City 
Superintendent, and not upon the Board of 


Examiners. Section 1,089 also provides that 
the Board of Education shall designate the 
kinds or grades of licenses to teach which 
may or shall be used, together with ihe 
academic and professional qualifications re- 
quired for each grade. 

Schiivinski passed an examination en- 
titling him to hold a teacher’s license No. 
1, and his name was put on a list of those 
holding such a license. There were, how- 
ever, two lists, one for men and one for 
women. Schlivinski contended that there 
should be only one list for both men and 
women... The result of having two lists, he 
asserted, was that women were appointed 
as teachers in advance of men of the same 
rating. It seems, though, that men must 
be differently qualified in point of educa- 
tion from women, and that men receive a 
larger salary. 

Presiding Justice Goodrich, for the Ap- 
pellate Division, holds that under these 
conditions the use of separate lists for men 
and women is not inconsistent with the 
charter provisions and is correct. ‘ The 
appointment of more female teachers than 
male teachers,” said Justice Goodrich, “is 
certainly in the interest of an economical 
administration of the duties of the board, 
and seems to be a matter in which the 
board should be allowed to exercise its own 
discretion.”

LAWYER LOST OR STRAYED 


Left His Silk Hat in a Battery Boat 
and Disappeared. 














Benjamin F. Chadsey Was to Have An- 
swered a Charge of Grand Larceny 
the Next Day — Police 
Doubt Suicide. 





Benjamin F, Chadsey, a Brooklyn law- 
yer and Republican spellbinder, particular- 
ly well known for the diamonds he has 
worn, is lost cr has strayed away. Some 
of bis friends fear that he has committed 
suicide. 

His attorney, Walter G. Rooney of 375 
Fulton Street, Brookiyn, belleves that Mr. 
Chadsey will come back before long with- 
out any definite recognition of the fact that 
he 1raissed appearing in the County Court, 
where he was to have answered yesterday 
to a charge of grand larceny. Mr. Rooney 
is of the opinion that his client is lost 
and that when he recovers from the effects 
of litaticns congumed on the night previous 
to the date set for his trial he will come 
back, to find that he is a fugitive from 
justice with his bail forfeited. 

Mr. Rocney’s idea of Mr. Chadsey’s dis- 
appearance is based on the testimony of 
John O’Cennor, a boatman, of 115 Broad 
Street. O'Connor met Chadsey Sunday 
evening at the Battery. Chadsey was well 
dressed and apparently had plenty of 
money with him. O’Connor agreed to row 
him to Bedlow’s Island and back for $10. 
His patron insisted that they have a drink 
pefore they started on their cold journey, 
and O’Cornor was willing. 

They had many drinks, and Chadsey was 
introduced by the boatman to his friends 
in the place. He treated again and again, 
and then. with O’Connor went to the 
basin’? at the Battery landing, where 
the rowboats are tied up in shoal water. 

Chadsey took his seat In the stern of the 
boat, and as the boatman was about to get 
aboard, with a very dim idea of which was 
starboard and which port, Chadsey insisted 
that he go back and get cigars. He gave 
the boatman a quarter. 

O’Connor thought his patron would pre- 
fer whisky, and started back with as much 
as he cculd buy for the money. It was 
cloudy, and he lost his bearings. After 
about an hcur’s tacking in the fog he came 
alongside his beat. ‘The silk hat of the 
lawyer was there, and on the embankment 
were his perers. O’Connor was alarmed, 
and steered for the Church Street Police 
Station, where ke told of his lost passen- 
ger 

The tide was low, and there could ne’ 
have been more than <hree feet of water in 
the “basin.” The body of the missing 
miar. was not at the bottom when police- 
men dragged for it. A few feet beyond 


the “ besin ’’ the water becomes deep, ard 
‘. is possible that the attorney may havo 
wadea cut into this water, which sweeps 
by like a millrace. If he did that, his body 
was carried out into the bay. 

As Chadsey was in serious trouble and 
was to stand trial in the morning. he muy 
have done that. The idea of the police is 
that he carried a soft hat with him, and 
that when he had sent the boatman away 
he left the silk hat and the papers where 
they could be found, and that he then 
disappeared on dry land. 

Chadsey had been in difficulties with the 
courts for some time, and once fled from 
Brocklyn, to be captured in San Francisco. 
The charge which was to have answered 
yesterday was one of grand larcény in the 
first degree. The’ complainant was Mrs.

ESTATE OF DR. T. G. THOMAS. 











Estimated at More Than $1,000,000, and 
ls Divided Among Widow and Sons. 


The will of Dr. Theodore Gaillard Thomas 
of 600 Madison Avenue was filed for pro- 
bate with the Surrogate yesterday. Dr. 
Thomas died Feb. 28 at Thomasville, Ga., 
leaving an estate believed to amount to 
more than $1,000,000. The petition filed 
yesterday by Curtis Mallet-Prevost & Colt, 
attorneys for Mrs. Mary T. Thomas, the 
widow, says simply that the personal prop- 
erty and the real property each are * more 
than $20,000 in value.’ 

The will divides the estate into thirds, 
on2 of which goes to the widow, one to the 
elder son, John Metcalfe Thomas of South- 
ampton, I. I., and the other to the younger 
son, Theodore Gaillard Thomas, Jr., when 
he shall become twenty-five years of age. 
In the mcantime, the third of the younger 
son is to be held in trust for him by the 
executors and trustees, who are the widow, 
Howard Lapsiey, and J. Lawrence McKim. 
Dr. Thoma. says he already has advanced 
$105,000 to the elder son, and states that 
this sum shall be added to his estate as an 
asset owing from the son and deducted 
from the amount turged over to that son 
by the executors. 


WILL OF JOHN REILLY. 


Politician Left an Estate of $170,000, 
Principally to His Widow. 


Executors of the will of John Reilly, who 
held various city offices during his long 
career as a Tammany Hall man, filed the 
will yecterday with the Surrogate for pro- 
bate. Mr. Reilly left an estate estimated to 


be worth $170,000, of which $150,000 was in 
real estate. 

By his will a brother, Philip Reilly, and a 
sister, Ellen Reilly. each get $1,000. A 
gold watch and chain and other jewelry 
also go to the brother. To Catherine and 
Ellen Farrell, children of Ellen Farrell, a 
cousin, he leaves $500 each. The residue 
of the estate goes to the widow, Catherine.
